Our Railway Interests. 


It is to be regretted that the City Coun- 
cil, yielding to clamor in certain quarters, 
hayo decided to oppose tho legalizing of 
tho offete By-law under which a bonus of 
£50,000 was granted to the Grand Junc- 
tion Railway Company. By tho elimin- 
ation from the very satisfactory report pro- 
sented to the Council on Thursday night 
of the words “unless terms and conditions 
« satisfactory to your honorable body be 
“imposed,” the Council commit them- 
selves to unconditional opposition to the 
revival of the bonus. Now Jet us soe what 
position this action places the Council in ; 
In October last certain officials of the 
Grand Junction Railway Company appear” 
ed before the Council, and atated that, pro- 
vided the Council would pass a resolution 
asking the Legislature to revive the bonus 
and making ono half of its amcunt payable 
on the completion of the lino to Hastings, 
Mr. Bickford and his associates were pre- 
pared to enter into a contract to build the 
road to Hastings by the Ist of Augast next. 
The resolution was passed, as asked for, 
the contract was entered into, and on the 

faith of the action of the Council some $40,- 
000 haye been expended on the work of 
building the line between Stirling and 
Campbellford. At the last meeting of the 
Council it was sought to rescind this re- 
solution, it being urged that by its terms 
tho contractors had bound themselves to 
complete the Jine to Campbellford by the 
S0th of November last, which condition 
they had failed to carry out; but on ox- 
amination of the resolution it was found 
that tho only limitation of time imposed 
by it was as to the completion of the line 
to Hastings. Mr. Holden (who opposed 
the resolution when it was adopted) and 
Mr. Dickson, both legal gentlemen of well- 
known ability, and the latter of whom has 
been very active in endeayoring to 
protect the interests of the City in 
the matter, agreed in urging extreme cau- 
tion in dealing with the subject. They 
held that, as the contract had been entered 
into on the faith of the consent of tho 
Council, formally expressed, to the revivay 
and division of the bonus on a certain con- 
dition ; as that condition had been so far 
complied with ; and as the contractors had 
entered upon their work and expended a 
considerable sum of money upon it, the 
Council was equitably estopped from broak- 
ing faith, Mr. Holden declaring that the 
Council could be restrained by a bill in 
Chancery from thus breaking tho bargain 
entered into, in which Mr, Dickson con- 
curred. The latter gentleman pointed out 
that whilst the Council was thus bound by 
its own action, the people, who had no 
part in it, wore not so restrained, and could 
take action to oppose the revival of the 
bonus. Thus it is apparent that tho Conn- 
cil, although not formally repealing the 
resolution, have virtually done so by ro 
solving to oppose, unconditionally, the Bill 
before the Logislature. That under such 
circumstances thoir opposition will have 
any weight with tho Private Bills Com- 
mittee of the Legislature is not to be ex- 
pected, and it is thus Spparent that their 
action has been haaty and ill-considered, 

Tt boing a certainty that the present con. 
tractors will not carry tho line further than 
Campbellford if the Belleville bonus bo ro- 
fused thom, and the success of opposition 
from any quarter to tho Bill being, under 
the circumstances, problematical if not ex. 
ceodingly doubtful, it doos seom to us that 
& policy which would havo the object of se. 
curing to the City and tho County a ma- 
dority on the Board of Directors would 
have been wiser, all things considered. 
Tho road is a necessity to the city, which 
has already invested in it $100,000, and we 
fancy that there aro few who wish it to 

terminate at Campbellford for the next five 
or;mayhap ten years ; but to secure its con- 
struction beyond that point to Hastings 
one-half of the bonus voted must be paid, 
Could the Committee of tho Logislaturo 
not be approached much botter with a pro.

From the annual report of the Inspector 
of Prisons, Asylums and Public Charities 
for the Province of Ontario, it is learned 
that these institutions number 101, and 
that the expenditures made by tho 
Government in their maintenance 
amount to $520,000, The number of 
persons of unsound mind under treatment 
was 2,214, boing an increase of 162 on the 
previous year, The additions to the in- 
stitutions for tho education of the deaf and 
dumb, and the blind, were fully completed 
and occupied during the year, through 
which the receiving capacity of the former 
has beon increased from 200 to 250 pupils, 
and of tho latter from 140 to 180 pupils. 
12,030 prisoners were committed to the 
common gaols of the Province during the 
pastyear. The number isa decrease on 
the preceding year, and is the first time 
such an event has occured. 

The total cost of maintaining Provincial 
institutions was as follows : Asylums,$270,- 
162; deaf and dumb institution, $3 
426.39; institution for the blind, $26,- 
289.47; prisons and reformatories, $211,” 
365 ; the total aid given to charities wa* 
$70,673. Tho asylums furnished a revenue 
of $36,713 ; institutions for deaf, dumb 
and blind, $782, and the Provincial re- 
formatory, $3,196, 

In the Belleville jail 204 prisoners were 
confined during the year, and the total 
cost of maintaining the jail was $2,728.36, 
The condition of the jail is reported as hay- 
ing been very satisfactory. 

Regarding the Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb the reports are full and satis- 
factory, The number of pupils under in- 
struction during the 12 months was 
277, as compared with 271 during 
the previous year. Since the opening 
of the Institution in 1870, 403 pupils had 
entered. Of the inmates 20 were from this 
County, namely 11 males and 9 females. 
The erection of a conservatory and a coal 
shed, the relaying of the floors with hard 
wood, the whitewsshing and repairing ofthe 
interior of the main building, and the pur- 
chase of 100 iron bedsteads aro recommended. 
Tho cducational attainments of the pupils 
are favorably spoken of by the examiaer, 
but although the classification is noted as 
being an improvement on that of two years 
ago, it still requires improvement. The 
formation of an articulation class on the 
most approved system is recommended, also 
that a retiring gratuity be granted to Mr. 
McGann, who has retired, for his long 
services. 

The Principal in his report recommends 
that the time allowed pupils to remain in 
the Institution should be extended if the 
present ago of admission is to be continued, 
as if pupils enter the school now when only 
seven years old, as many of them do, they 
are obliged to leave it when only fourteen 
yearsofage. Thisisayaluable suggestion, 
and we hope it will be acted upon by tho 
Government. Sixty boys are employed in 
the carpenter, cabinet and shoe shops, and 
the girls aro taught plain and fancy sewing 
and knitting, and the yarious domestic 
duties. i 

On the whole, the report is a most intor- 
esting one, and will amply repay a careful 
perusal.

From Santa Fe, New Mexico. 


To the r of the Intelligencer. 

Perhaps it will be interesting to many of your 
readora to hear something about this part of the 
world, namely, New Mexico, which is just now 
beginning to be known as the centro of Railroad 
building. The first railroad crossed the line from | 
Colorado about oné month the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe road ich is pushir 
on through the country to the Pacific coast, to 
which place it will be finished in less than two | 
years, thus giving a good winter route to the 
Pacific slope. The inhabitants of the country 
are of French descent, many of them crossed | 
with Indians, negroes, and whites, the two for- 
mer crosses making a bad mixture. Nearly tho 
whole country is covered by old Spanish grants, 
consequently the greater part of the inhabitants | 
aro miserably poor, ‘Their capital, Santa F 
the second oldest place in the United States. 
isa town of about 


in

000 souls, nine-tenths of | 
them natives of the country and speaking the 
Spanish language. though not correctly, They 
have no public schools. The few schools in the 
country are kept by the Priests for the boys 
alone ;, not one girl or woman in a thousand can 
read or write, but are very devout Roman Cath- 
olics, completely under the control of the priests. 
Nearly every stony hill you pass over on the road 
sides, can be seen erosses, either wood or stone; 
it is said by some they are put there for the pur- 
pose of keeping the teamsters from cursing. 
‘The people are noted for their hospitality, it 
appears to be part of their religion, and I should 
think it would be one of the finest countries in 
the world for tramps. Their houses are of adobe 
bricks,which are dried in the sun, and are about 
10 inches long, 6 inches wide, and 4 inches thick 
laid-up in mud, flat roofs covered with mud» 
looking like a row of brick kilns, ‘The most of 
them have neither floors or windows. heir 
floors are covered with skins, usually buffalo, 
have neither chairs, beds, nor tables and usually 
but one ,room. They sleep, eat and ait on the 
skins (sit tailor fashion.) Their housed are very 
neat and clean on the inside, the walls are white 
washed and covered with pictures “of saints, 
crosses, &c. [have reference to the middle and 
poorer classes, the rich generally have somo 
furniture in their houses, 


Their national dish is red pepper. ‘They take 
tho pods, pick out the seeds and grind the pods, 
mix with water and pour this decoction over 
their meat and in fact all their food. and devour

it with a realish. TI tried it a few times, but con- 
cluded TI was not lined on the inside with the 
same material as they were and gaye it up. 

Their farming is peculiar. They can raise 
nothing without irrigating. Their ploughs (many 
of them) are nothing but a straight stick with an 
iron point on it, and it takes about three men to 
do the ploughing with one yoke of oxen, one man 
holds the plongh with a man on each side of the 
oxen to keep them straight, and in this way they 
generally raise good crops of wheat, oats and 
corn, Their reaping is generally done with a 
sickle, and they do the most of their threshing 
with sheep, in this way ; They first build a fence 
tivelvé Loads of sheaves in this enclosure, tarnin 
about 300 or 400 sheep and run them around 
until it is threshed, then wait for a windy day 
and clean the grain, having no fanning mills. 

Iam inclined to think it is the finest stock 
country in the United States. Some of the set- 
tlers have from 50,000 to 120,000 sheep, but 
they are of an inferior brevd, shearing about 24 
to 3 lbs. wool each, The cattle are of a small 
breed different from the Texas cattle, not so 
long legged, and perhaps one-third of them are 
black, It isaaid they are descendants of the 
first cattle brought over from Spain about 300 
years ago without any improvement in size, &e. 
They sell for from 83 to $10 per head. Some of 
the valleys around Santa Fe have been under 
cultivation for over 300 years, and still yield 
good crops without manure. Tn the southern 
part of the territory they raise a great many 
grapes and manufacture them into wine in a 
very primitive way, namely by tramping the 
juice out with their bare feet. 

Perhaps it might be interesting to the youth- 
fal portion of your readers to know how they 
do their courting,or rather have it done to order, 
in many casee the young people to be married 
never see each other until the day set for the 
wedding, when the young man with his friends 
proceeds to the young lady's house, when the 
Priest sets tho two close together, joint their 
right hands, then, takes a cord about 3ft long 
and ties them together around their necks. In 
this manner they sit speechless for half an hour, 
‘At the ond of that time, if they are suited with 
each other, they are married ; if not the crowd 
disperses and there is no more of it, There is 
scarcely an old maid or bachelor to be found in 
the country, it ia considered adixgrace to be such.

Educational Legislation, 


“Comparisons are odious.” Comparisons 
are sometimes impossible. In such cases 
wo are compelled to contrast, as we cannot 
compare, Contrasts may be mado to show 
how much a man may have risen above his 
predecessor, or they may be made to give a 
closer realization of a great failure. Two 
men have administered the Educational af. 
fairs of this Province, Rev. Egerton Pyerzon, 
and Hon, Adam Crooks. What a contrast. 
What a pity for Ontario, that the latter is 
so little like his predecessor. His chiof 
virtues have been his feeble imitations of 
his able forerunnor. Mr, Mowat seems to 
havea peculiar faculty of selecting in- 
capables for important positions; but since 
the shelving of McKellar, it would be 
difficult to find in the whole party of purity 
a more incompetent man for tho position of 
Minister of Education than the Hon, Adam 
Crooks. He has not been without a policy. 
Indeed ho has usually had seyeral of them 
at the same time,on the same subject,no two 
of which could possibly be made to harmon- 

_ ize. 

The unsettled character of his policy 
has always afforded amusement to those 
who intelligently watched his unstable 
political career. He builds up an edifice 
one day and, like a little boy playing with 
sticks, he pulls it down the next. He 
decides to wear a red feather in his hat, 
struts about with consequential airs for a 
fow days, until he meets a turkey that does 
not like red and immediately the vacillat-

tehite feather AU the time. Tho do- 
cisions which he has communicated for the 
benofit of his country, have been few, and 
ho has himself wantonly destroyed the 
vitality of each a few days after it was 
hatched. 
His first famous edict declared that a 
Northumberland teacher had‘no right to 
question a pupil with reference to the ma- 
licious offences of fellows. This sage doc- 
trine from a legal luminary caused his 
frionds (and at that time he had friends and 
admirers amongst teachers) to hang their 
heads in shame, and endeavor to frame ex- 
cuses for his ignorant blunder. But their 
admiration received a still greater shock 
when a few days after, he, without having 
the manliness to acknowledge himself in 
error, sent out an explanatory manifesto 
containing, in effect, a retraction concealed 
under a many colored garment of legal 
quibbles, 

* Shortly afterwards the Presbyterian body 
sent a deputation to wait upon him in ref- 
erence to the use of the Bible in Public 
Schools, In due time a reply camo to 
them, couched in general terms, but con- 
taining a statement which was {very satis- 
factory to the deputation, and was thank- 
fully acknowledged. Surprisod, nay alarm- 
ed at the construction put upon his first 

_ communication, he hurriedly issued a sec- 
ond, longer, weaker and more confused 
than the other. It was ev idently intended 
morely as a delugo of words to drown what 
life and meaning there was in tho first lettor i" 
it took back all that had been stated, leaving 
the ‘ vexed question” unsettled, Early in 
1877 a great flourish of trumpets was made 
ovorthe revision of toxt books; cortain addi- 
tions were made to tho list, and the pruning 
hook very justly applied in some 
cases. A few books were condemned, but 
wero allowed to remain in the schools until 
tho ond of 1878, so that books on hand 
might be utilized. It was distinctly stated 
in the Journal of Education, by official cir- 
culars, and afterwards published in the 
Compendium of theSchool Law and Regula- 
tlons that “the authorization of these books 
would continue till the end of 1878.” As 
this decreo continued unchanged for a fow 
months Parents, Teachers, School Boards, 
Inspectors, Booksollers and Publishers be- 
lieved that for once the Minister under- 
stood himself, and they made the necessary 
changes to be ready for the beginning of 
1879. With the knowledge that the au- 
thorization of a book was to cease at a fix 
od timo, what would rational people do 7 
Continue to buy and uso tho condemned 
books until the last day of 18787 Cortain- 
ly not. Had not other books been sub- 
stituted that they might be gradually in- 
troduced before the ond of 1878, the schools 
would have been full of these unauthorized 
books at the beginning of 1879, and every 
child would then have had to provide tho 
now text-books, If no changes had been 
made till tho ond of 1878, the regulation 
might ax well have been made to take offect 
at once, in Jane 1877. A fow Rip Van 

Winkles allowed the time to pass without 
suggesting the gradual change, and let the 
regulation come in force with the sudden. 
nos of a thunderbolt. Much complaint 
followed as usual, and the local authorities 

houldered the responstbility on 2M: 


Crooks ; and ho, instead of taking stops to 
show that he was not to blame in tho mat- 
tor, again manifesta his woaknoss and in- 
capacity by issuing, in the vory last month 
of 1878, his customary retraction. Ho 
says in offeot, “I did not mean anything 
after all, you should have known mo bot- 
tor, you may to use Davies? 
Grammar, Hodgin’s Geography and Col- 
lior’s History if theso books were in use be- 
fore tho ond of 1878.” Could anything bo 
richer than the last part of this circular 7 
A book is tho only authorized toxt-book on 
a subject for a term of yoars, overy school 
in the Province is compelled te use it, and 
yot tho people are told that they may con- 
tinue to usoit, ‘if it was in use before theend 
of 1878." According to that precious docu- 
ment tho trustees of every school in On- 
tario might (if they had not better judg” 
mont) uso these books which Mr, Crooks 
even now says himself are not ‘ authoriz- 
ed.” 

What aro trustees and Inspectors to do! 
Showers of contradictory circulars and ad- 
vyortisements threaten dire vengeance on 
those who use “ unauthorized books,” yet 
the next day the samo authority says you 
may uso thom if they were in use before 
the end of 1878, Well, Trustees and In- 
spectors will soon learn to select from the 
optional list of text-books those which are 
the best, and to place Departmental circu- 
lars ‘on filo” till the rapidly approaching 
time when he, who will long be remembered 
as the “great retractor,” will be ousted 
from the position he is so illy qualified to 
fill, There are three circumstances which 
may account for the great lack of decision 
in Mr. Crooks: 

1, He is a politician who cares more for 
his party than tho educational intorests of 
the country, and must tarn any corner that 
will tend to strengthen the position of his 
Government. 

2. As soon as a deputation presents itself 
to explain anything, he unequivocally grasps 
tho whole subject, and instead of receiving 
assistance ho fayors those who wait on him 
with disconnected observations on a variety 
of topics. 

3. He has in his department those who 
have a part ular personal interest in text- 
books. It may be only a coincidence, but 
two of tho text-books (Geographies) struck 
off the list were prepared by one of the chief 
officers of the department. It is therefore 
the opinion of ‘many that tho great effort 
being made, at the oloventh hour, to save 
the condemned books, is due to the anxiety 
of this officer to attend to his own interests 
and those of his publisher, who does not 
live in Ontario, and has no interest in the 
Province, other than asa market for his 
books.

Deraunc with THE Tnamrs.—In the 
State of Now York tramps are even more 
numerous and bold than in Canada, hence 
the State Legislature proposes to take 
strong measuros to abate the nuisance. A 
bill introduced in the Assembly by Mr. 
Noyes, after defining a tramp to bo a por- 
son who goes about from place to place beg- 
ging beyond the limits of the town in which 
ho is an actual resident, provides that any 
tramp who shall enter any dwelling houso, 
or kindle any fire in the highway or on tho 
land of another without consent, or who 
shall carry any dangerous weapon or who 
shall throaton any injury to the person or 
property of another shall bo imprisonod for 
& term not to excved two yoars. It is pro- 
vided that tho act shall not apply to mi- 
nors under the age of sevonteon years, or to 
fomales or any blind person. A law Hav- 
ing asimilar effect would not be out of 
place in the Dominion.

Unwarranted Assumptions Re- 


buked. 


The following summary of an important 
decision in the Supremo Court, which in fur- 
nishod by the Ottawa correspondent of tho 
Mail, shows that the Provincial Governments 
—spocially that of this Province, under the 
guidancoof Mr, Mowat—have greatly excoed- 
ed their their functions in some important 
particulars :—'‘In tho caso of Lenoire v. 
Ritchie, argued before the Supreme Court on 
January 3lst, two very important points wore 


discussod—ono as to the power of a Provincia] 


Government to appoint Queen's Counsel, and 

the other as to tho uso of the namo of the 

Queen in Provincial acta, Mr. Lenoiro, the 

appellant, was appointed a Queen's Counsel 

since Confederation under a Provincial act 

of Nova Scotia, similar to the acts of On- 

tario and Quebec on tho same subject, 

and his appointment gavo him precedence 

ao e Mr. Ritchie, the respondent, who had 

been appointed a Queen’s counsel by tho 

Dominion Government. The Supreme Court 

of Nova Scotia decided that the Governmont 

of that Province could not interfore with Mr. 

Ritchio’s vested rights,and that Mr, Lenoire’s 
appointmont was a nulli and this was an 

appeal from that decision. Mr. Justice. 
Strong and Mr. Justice Taschereau, who keem- 

ed to have mastered tho subject in the course 
of the argument, said that the title of Queen's 
counsel was a title of honor, like that of 
Baronet or Knight, flowing from the personal 

prerogative of the Sovercign. That it could 
not be pretended that a Governor-Gonoral— 
certainly not a Liout.-Governor—had power 
to create a b» ronet or knight, and that, there- 
fore, thoy could not have the power to create 
Queen's counsel, That if the Governor-Gen- 
eral himself had not the power tho result 
would be to leave the bar open generally, and 
that would bo perhaps to their interest, as the 
distinction was getting now 80 common 
as to cease to be of any valne; but 
that they wero not considering the 
validity of a Dominion appointment. All the 
judges seoriod to be porfectly clear that the 
act in question was ultra vires and void, and 
so it is plain that the Acts of Ontario and 
Quebec are voidalso, What will thus become 
of the thirty-five counsel made by Mr. Mowat 
in ono batch, and an equal or greater number 
made by the Quebec Government ? What, 
too, wil become of the Dominion Queen's 
counsel when their right to precedence is 
questioned? Thero is no express powor given 
to the Governor Geucral to make such appoint- 
ment or to create honors or titles of distinc- 
tion, Where appointments of Queen’s counsel 
haye been upheld in the colonics.-in Prince 
Edward Island for instance—express power has 
been given by the Queen to make them. It 
scoms beyond question that to enable even the 
Governor-General to create a valid Queen's 
counsel Her Majesty will have to con- 
fer fresh power upon His Excellency. 

**As to the use of the name of the Queen in 
the Provincial Acts of Ontario and Quebec, 
Mr, Justice Strong said it was a gross caso of 
usurpation, Thos Legislatures had no more 
right to use the name than a county council 
would have to do so in any by-law, and he 
war not free froin doubt that those who were 
concerned in this unwarranted uso of her 
Majesty’s name had not rendered themselves 
liable to the penalties provided by the statutes 
of promunire. He was glad to observe that 
the Nova Scotia Legislature had not been so 
presumptuous as the Legislatures of Ontario 
and Quebeo in that particular respect, though 
the Government of that Province was just as 
much to blame in assuming to create Queen’s 
counsel as the Governments of the other two 
Provinces. F 

Those views of the most eminent judges of 
the Dominion, and which will be orystallized 
into a formal judgment very shortly, are sure 
to provoke great consternation and dismay 
among the lawyers and learned pundits of the 
soveral Provinces.”

A Wceman Hnamored of a Married 
Man—Tries to Kill His Wife 
and Family.

Farrar, Jan. 31. 

The Council met, punmant to adjournment. 

The minutes of yesterday's proc ecdings were 
read and approved. 

Mr. Ashley submitted the report of the 
Gravel RoadsCommitteo,recommending that the 
report of the Superin t be adopted ; thet 
the Superintendent be ted to bank grave 
on the remaining portio the gravel roads 
whe equired during th ming season, but 
only in such places a4 the gravel can be procured 
during the w Inter cheaper than in summer ; that 
fan appropriation be made for tho purpose of 
cither purchasing land where snow drifts occur, 
or to pay a portion of the expense to induce far- 
mers to erect tight board or wire fences, or for 
viving contracts for keeping certain sections free 

rom snow"; that the superintendent be instruct- 
ed to examine the roads assumed as gravel roads 
last year ; that the respective Reeves take such 
stopas they deem expedient to render more 
passable the gravel roads proper by the removal 
Of snow or cutting down the banks of some of 
the worat pitch-holea and report sai expendi- 
tures by certified accounts to the Gravel Road 
Yommittee at the March seasion. 

The report was adopted, Mr, Ashley eaution- 
ing the Reeves that in taking action under the 
last clause they be careful in seeing that no more 
work is done than is, neceasary, and that it be 
done cheaply.

Although tho “party of purity” might 
have been supposed to have at least loarn- 
‘ed caution from the numerous exposures of 
their corrapt practices which have been 
made in the trial of contested election 
cases, the lessons thus inculeated havo 
been utterly thrown away upon them, 
their penchant for purchasing the support 
‘of tho corruptiblo being apparently, 80 
strong that thoy cannot overcome it.

This 
isa fair specimen of a large number of cases, 
in which the witnesses swore to receiving 
money for their votes, and which it would 
~eccupy too much space to particularize. 
Tho next case of bribery brought tho 
“mysterious stranger ” to the front, show- 
ing that individual to be au fait in the 
buying of votes, as tho evidence of Thomas 
Hooligan, of Niagara, which is a specimen 
of some other transactions of tho same 
character in which ho was engaged, shows,

A public meoting, called for the purpose 
of considering the advisability of resisting

Junction Railway Company, was held in 
tho City Hall last night, Thore was a large 
although many prominent 


attendance, 
citizens wore absent. 

Shortly before 8 o'clock the City Clerk 
called the meoting to order, and stated that 
as the Mayor's health did not allow of his 
boing present it would be incumbent upon 
the meeting to elect a chairman, 

On motion Mr, John Cook was appoint- 
od, but that gentloman having stated that 
he would bo unable to remain, the Hon, 
Robert Read was thereupon elected as 
chairman of the meeting. 

‘The OnarnMan, on taking the chair, said 
ho knew little of the object of the meeting 
beyond what ho saw in tho requisition. 
Ho looked upon the meeting as of great 
importance as likely to influence the action 
of the City Council. He looked upon ft as 
of the greatest importance that wo should 
assist in the construction of the Grand 
Junction to Peterborough. If the people of 
Peterborough and Ottawa succeeded in 
cutting this county in two with a railroad 


and that it was not desirable to pass the 

clauso in the Bill providing for amalgamation 

with other railways. Ho saidin Poterborough, 

Perey and other plac thoy were opposing

~ Renovating Worn Soils. 


Dai 


Red clover, lime and gypsum aro by far 
the chonpest fertilizers within our reach. 
It is not so easontial that a ceat of green 
clover be ploughed under in earlygor mid- 
summor as somo imagine. I would noyer 
hdviso it, for tho reason that you only turn 
wator under and lay bare the soil to rain, 
tun and wind, The office of clover is to 
shado tho ground ; protect it from a burn- 
ing sun, washing rains and wind. In \so 
doing, the ammonia which is in constant 
process of creation is protected and retain- 
ed. It is to vogetable life what blood is to 
animal life, and therein lies the marvellous 
effect a dense, heavy coat of clover bas on 
the ensuing crop. The effect depends in a 
very slight degree upon tho roots, stoms or 
blades, which some supposo to be tho 
agency. Then it is clear that the clover 
should in some form remain as a cover to 
the ground until tho last day before lough- 
ing for the corn crop which should follow. 

If in Juno it is cut off for hay it soon 
rallies and affords shelter, and should not 
be pastured, if the aim is to got tho soil in 
good heart for acrop, Tho ensuing sum- 
mer, if it is desired to sow wheat, plough it 
down a few weeks before seeding time, and 
that is the timo to scatter the lime over the 
ploughed ground, having then plenty of 
yogetable matter to decompose, to prepare 
it for food for the wheat plant, Then sow 
a peck of clover seed por acro on the whent 
in April following. In May or early June 
the gypsum is usually sown when there isa 
still, damp morning, two or three pocks to 
the acre being enough. Its use lies in fix- 
ing tho ammonia,retaining it and attracting 
the carbonic acid gas from the air. Gypsum 
is in no senso food for planta, but is highly 
useful in concentrating other elements. 

Such a rotation with inexpensive 
manures, such as 100 bushels of lime per 

acre, a peck of clover seed and sum, 
will, in every instance, bring up land ifit is 
not too wet or undrained, and is far more 
durable and far less expense than by the 
uso of phosphates, guano or other mineral 
preparations, which are only within the 
reach of wealthy amatour farmers, and ré- 
quire renewed applications each crop, 
whereas land restored by the use of lime 
and clover does not require lime again for 
many years, This line of treatment has 
never failed to bring up land to a high 
productive standard, and it is not attended 
with much outlay of cash. Everything 
but the trifling cost of the gypsum is usual- 
ly produced on the land by the labor of the 
farmer and family. Hundreds of worn out 
farms have been rescued from dilapidation 
and ruin. It is an accepted truism that 
as long as “ clover will-catch,” the’ farm 
can soon be restored to paying fertility, 
and by such rotation is eyen getting more 
productive and profitable, for after somo 
years of such treatmont the land will bear 
harder farming ; that is, two or three crops 
may succeed a good coat of clover before 
laying down to clover again, 

Rough new land should be subdued by 
the use of a large (some call it English) 
clover. Nothing olse so effectually rots out 
stumps and iil weeds and sprouts, and 
pre, the land for the plough and good 
paying crops. Wild new lands should al- 
ways have it sown on the firat grain crop 

vast amount of labor, 
so tames the ground 


full crops. 

Ono great orror is often fallen into, and 
that is following the old tradition, that 
abushel of clover seed will do for eight 
acres. That may have been enough to 
clover the land partially when it was new, 
but whoever aims at getting up his land in 
a speedy and-profitable way should sow a 
bushel on four acres, so that his land may 
be thoroughly shaded.—Country Gentle- 


man. 


Manure. 

Haye an eye in good time, as time and 
opportunity offers, to the accumulation of 
manure, Everything of a vegetable char- 
acter should be gathered preparatory to 
your yarding your stock,and placed in your 
cattle yards,including marsh and creek mud, 
woods, mold and leayos,ditch scraping, &., 
these should bo managed as directed for 
your hog yards; be careful to sprinkle 
plaster occasionally over the compost, as 
you add fresh materials from time to time. 
Hands and cartsand horses could not be 
more profiably employed than in gathering 
materials for this purpose ; without manure, 
crops cannot be made to pay, and as guano 
is almost beyond: the reach of the farmer, 
every 
nerve should be strained to procure a 
supply independent of that source—if the 
trouble is taken, the cash outlay for guano 
may be avoided, and a more permanent, if 
not as needy paying a manure,secured on 
the farm and its vicinity ; this, ’tis true re- 
quires more labor and effort, but these well 
directed just now, will enable us to save 
our ready money for other purposes which 
will be found pressing upon us in these 
troublous time, which are trying men’s 
pockets as well as their souls. Your yard 
should be of a basin-like shape, to preserve 
the liquid voidings of the cattle from escap- 
ing; at first make tho quantity of the 
rough materials deposited about a foot in 
depth, and afterwards add to them, from 
time to time; say about ten or twelve in 
thickness, and'then spread over them, say 
10 bushels of slacked ashes for every 20 or 
25 loads of the mass,and then add the same 
quantity ofraw materials, and ashes, until 
you get the heap to about four feet thick ; 
itshould be formed in a cone-like shape— 
before putting out in the spring, the hea; 
should be shoveled over so as to mix al: 
the substances well together, and equalize 
the virtue of the manure,

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Sin,—I observe in your wockly issue of the 
9th ult, two lottors from Billa Flint, in roply 
to my former lottors, aud I must admit that 
there is scarcely anything to answer of any 
morit, and only for one or two inaccuracies I 
should not reply at all, ashe tacitly admits 
every charga embraced in my former letters, 
with few oxceptions, The first is onc in which 
he states that ho sold $15,000 stock. not $35,- 
000, a4 wtated by “Sidney,” It is strange 
that the County wanted to sell tho $15,000 
G, J. Kt. stock that was paid up, as the G. J. 
R. Company could not compel the County to 
pay the $15,000 over again. He says, “No 
sano man who had property would buy it, and 
run the risk of having to pay the remaining 
$35,000.” Now if ho only sold $15,000, how 
could any peraon be liable for $35,000? Tho 
facts wore these: The County had subscribed 
$50,000, and had paid up $15,600, and wanted 
to got rid of paying the remaining $35,000, 
and thorefore Mr, Flint sold, it would appoar, 
$50,000 subscribed stock with $15,000 paid 
up, for $1. Now I would like to ask if 
Any sane man would sell $50,000 stock with 
$15,000. paid up, for $12 I leave the matter 
for the taxpayers to say whether ho or I is the 
nearest correct, Mr. Flint says: ‘‘ Does not 
‘Sidney’ know that the Reeve is elected in the 
double capacity, not only as Reeve, or head 
of the Township Conncil, but also as Reeve 
or County Councillor?’ He says: “I hold 
that the minor is awallowed up by the major 
municipality, and being elected fora double 
purpose, I come within the requirements of 
sec. 70,” 

Now Sir sec. 70 of the Municipal Act reads 
as follows ;—'' The persons qualified to be 
elected Mayors, Aldermen, Reeves, Deputy 
Reeves and Councillors of any muncipality 
shall be’ such persons as reside within the 
municipality or within two miles theréof, and 
are natural born subjects of Her Majesty, and 
males of the full age of 21 years, and are not 
disqualified under this act and have at the 
time of their election in their own right or in 
the right of their wives as proprietors or 
tenants, a legal or equitable freehold or lease, 
hold or partly freehold and leasehold or partly 
Tegal and partly equitable rated in their own 
names on the last revised assessment roll of 
the ‘municipality to‘atteast the following : in 
townships freehold four hundred dollars or 
Paiogal quate 
cation, from the reading of the above section : 

lst. A person must be a resident of the 
municipality or within two miles thereof. 

2nd. That a candidate must be a male of 21 
years and upwards. : 

3rd. That such candidate or candidates (viz. 
Reeves, Deputy Reeves or Councillors) must 
be rated in their own names on the last revised 
assessment roll of the municipality to at least

dred dollars leasehold. The qualification is 
the same for Councillor as it is for Reeve or 
Deputy Reeve, hence Mr. Flint’s version of the 
law is certainly erroneous. Chief Justice 
Harrison says in his Municipal Manual ; “Be- 
fore this enactment it was held that a person 
rated on the assesment roll of a city, but at 
the time of his election resided in an 
adjoining township of the county in which the 
city was territorially situated, though almost 
on the boundry between the two municipali- 
tities was not qualified to be elected amember 
of the council of the city. The Queen ex rel 
Blasdell vs. Rochester, 7 U.C. L. J, 101. 
Tho Queen ex, rel Fleming vs. Smith, 7 U. C. 
L, J. 66, ‘But this section extends the 
privileges beyond residents of the particular 
municipality to residents within two miles of 
which the municipality is situated.” As there 
is no County assessment roll there can bo no 
question about the qualification being con- 
fined to the minor municipalities. Mr. 
Flint attempts to cavil about what constitutes 
a ‘legal residence.” The courts have long 
since settled that point, and it has been held 
in a case where a person was elected a Coun- 
cillor in a municipality where he kept a store 
and post-office, and carried on a lumbering 
business and boarded his meu, and his family 
resided in another municipality, that a person 
could have but one legal residence at the 
same time and sych residence must be held to 
be where a person was legally domiciled, that 
is where his family regularly and permanently 
resided, and I don’t think that Mr. Flint 
will deny that his permanent residence was in 
Belleville. 

Mr. Flint advises “Sidney” to study up 
before he gives advice to the people of Elzevir 
I may say to Mr, Flint that I have never 
borrowed any of his brains nor asked for any 
of his advice. i 

Mr, Flint says; ‘‘ It may seem strange to 
Sidney that during tho past twenty-one yearo 
about $1,000 per year has been expended on 
‘roads and bridges in Elzoyir, from County, 
Township and Government grants,” The ap- 
proximate amount contributed by the County 
Mr. Flint conventiently forgot to mention. 
This is exactly what the taxpayers of the 
larger municipalities haye a right to complain 
of, as they have to pay for building their own 
roads, and then they haye in the past helped 
to build roads and bridges in Rawdon, Hunt- 
ingdon, Hungerford, Madoo, Marmora, Elzo- 
vir and the rear townships, Thore might bo 
some excuse for the rear townships, but cer- 
tainly thero can bo none for tho others. 

Tako as oxamplo the grant mado on roads 
outaide of ‘county gravel roade” in 1878, 
which amounted to very nearly $9,000, Tho 
following ntatoment will glvo an approxiinate 
account of what each municipality received 
and what oach municipality contributed to-

I may say to Mr. Wood that he dare not 
discusg County mattera with any person, with 
reference to the improper use of the sinking 
fund, for in my opinion it is impossible for 
him or any other member of the County 
Council, taking part in the borrowing of the 
sunking fund, to justify such an act, and Mr 
Wood shirks the responsibility by saying 
that he will not answer any person over an 
assumed name. How ianocent, how gentle- 
manly this is to come! from an ex-Warden 
who adyised theimproper appropriation ofthe 
sinking fund, during the time he was Warden, 
to the extent of $51,700. ‘This is the gentle- 
man who is now seeking the support of the 
electors of North Hastings tqsend him as 
their representative to the Parliament of 
Ontario, With such a record before tho 
electors of North Hastings, I fancy it will re- 
quire considerable whitewashing before they 
will support him.

Keeping up the Fertility of Moea- 
dow Land. 

Mr, Goodhue practices a somewhat raro | 
treatment of aftermath, on whioh he has very | 
positive convictions. Good farmers maintain 
different opinions upon thie subject. Tho 
great majority feed the aftermath, whore thore 
inany, A fow out it for fodder, if the second 

rowth is stout enough to turn a good swath. 

t is the rare excereep. that a farmer leaves 
it upon the ground asa mulch and manuro 
for the next season's crop. Mr, Goodhue's | 
idea is, that soils well drained and manurod 
at tho start will maintain their fertility for a 
long term of years ; if we mow seasonably and 
leave the aftermath. He attributes the increas. 
ed fertility for these seven yoars to the per- 
alatentxefeeal ta out ov feettae bond crop. 
In this caso ho has the facts in his favor. 
The process certainly is very much like that 
which goos on upon the prairies, which. show 
no diminution of fertility under the grazing 
of the buffalo and the antelope, With all the 
cropping there, there is plenty of aftermath 
for the winter covering of tho roots. There 
is this advantagoin Mr, Goodhue's oxperi- 
ment, that after the grass is mown thero is no 
pulling up of the rootsin grazing, and no 
tramping of the land ; two sources of peril to 
the graas crop that are greatly underestimat- 
od.—Country Gentleman,

New Jersey Hams.—The recipe for 
curing hams is one and a half pounds table 
salt, one and a half pounds light brown su- 
gar, one ounce saltpetre, one ounce black 
pepper ground; mix together, first mashing 
the saltpetre very fine, then working in the 
saltand sugar. This is to be applied to fifty 
pounds of ham within Torey aign hours 
after killing. No pickle is used. ‘The pre- 
paration is applied by hand, ting over 
the entire aurface, excepting the rind, say 
about half an inch in thickness. Let them 
lie in a cool place for eighteen or twenty 
duys,then smoke, We are eating hams thus 
cured this season, and can youch for their 
quality being excelled.

Sand for Mulching. 


A farmer had noted, that when he covered 
a strip of loamy soil witha light layer of river 
sand, tho soil beneath was markedly fresh and 
moist, and patronized by worms, while at tho 
tides,the soil wncovered was nearly os hard as 
a rock. 

The reason is simply owing to the sand acting 
as aacroen againgt tho vun's rays and the winc 
eyaporating tho moisture, and the surface 
being kept humid, no water ascends from the 
subsoil by means of capilliary action. Tho 
same effect is produced, and often beneficially 
dospito the Jons in ammonia, when farm-yard 
manure is applied on the surface of thesoil and 
nover turned in. 

I have my two prescriptions for onriching 
an impoverished farm. — 1st, manure; 2nd, 
clover. These are the farmer's right and left 
bowors. In regard to manure, John Wesley's 
threo rules as to money aro appropriate: Lat, 
make all you can by honest industry; 2nd save 
all you can by rigid economy; 3rd give all you 
cam. Onowould hardly think manure was the 
scarce commodity it is, in view of the manner 
in which it is wastod. It lios in reeking heaps 
in the barn-yard, exposed to the sun whic h ex. 
halea tho volatile portions of it, and to the 
rains that wash away its richnoss in black 
stroams destined to settle beneath the farm 
building, or flow into an adjoining creck.

About two years ago a fine looking youn, 
man who wore good clothes, plenty of jewel- 
ery and ‘‘cheek,” and had’ sufficient money 
to make a gorgeous personal display, camo to 
this city, was introduced as A. t Wright,and 
begun selling patent articles, buying other 
patents and in various dickerings made quite 
a show of business, 

_Among the acquaintances he made was a 
girl about seventeen rere old, who had come 
to the city from the home of hor parents in 
Lapeer County to earn her own living. _ Being 
of rather pro) jing appearance, an agrec- 
able companion, and, so far as was known, a 
girl of good character, sho was not without 
admirers. Tho most presistent of those was 
Mr. Wright. He escorted her to the theatres, 
to parties and on excursions; made love to 
her, and, as she. 68, gail her promise 
of marriage, and in the end accomplished her 
ruin under that promiso.

Avily Mutelligencer, 
A VISIT TO. MANITOBA, 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 
No. XI. 

Thegreater portion of my last communication 
was doyoted to tho soil and its products. I 
shall now divert the attention of your readers 
to what may be styled a special branch of 
farming, carried on very extensively by the 
Hon. James McKay. Hoe informs me that this 
climate and Province, and the groater part of 
the Northwest is peculiarly well adapted to 
(OOK RAISING.

farmer gathers about him, wero first brought 
into tho Province, and, as yet, no caso of 
diseaso has been known amongst them The 
wool is of fine toxture, yielding from six to 
eight pound fleeces from wothers, and from 
threo to four pounds from ewes. The same 
record of healthfulness is given in regard to 
swine, 

The native cattle arc seldom sheltered or 
fed unloss when there are extra heavy snow 
falls, The dampness remaining in the ground 
prevents the grass from parching up, and it is 
said that both cattle and horses will turn from 
tho hay stacks to eat the naturally ripened 
grass underneath the light snow-falls of this 
section, Tho native cattle aro mostly all 
very largo and said to be extremely hardy. 
They are used to break up the prairio land, 
and on account of being fast walkers, aro 
utilized on the road in drawing the Red 
River carts instead of horacs. Large trains 
of thom are’sent out all through tho valleys 
of the great Saskatchewan, Peaco and Athe- 
baska rivers for a distance of 1,500 miles, 
They are not yoked together in the usual way, 
but each harnessed separately like a horse, 
They draw from 800 to 1,000 pounds each, 
and as they require no feed but the native 
grass, and little or no care while on the jour- 
ney, they are much better adapted to drawing 
the trains that go out from Winnipeg than 
horses, 

The better class of people in and around the 
city take great pride in 

YINE HORSES, 

Those driven by the hali-breeds are usually 
of small size, like those of the rural districts 
of Quebec, but very” hardy and excellent 
travellers, lam informed that the majority 
ot them do not, during their whole lives, 
know tho taate of grain, while in winter they 
are seldom sheltered or fed, but allowed to 
run at large, stable themselves, and liye on 
the wild grass. Some who have bronght 
horses with them from Ontario say that they 
require great care and attention for a few 
years until they become acclimatized. Others 
claim that tho great difficulty heretofore ex- 
perionced with horses brought in from On- 
tario, was occasioned by the scarcity and high 
price of grain, and as there is now plenty of 
oats raised in the Province no trouble need be 
anticipated. 

There are some yery fine stock, both cattle 
and horses, in the province. Fifty years ago 
Darham cattle were imported from the old 
country, via} Hudson Bay, and stallions of as 
good blood as could be found at that time in 
England were also brought in by the same 
route, and since then the province has not 
been without sires of the best beof and horse 
blood obtainable, These blood cattle and 
horses may now be found at. the different 
trading posts of tho Hudson Bay Company, 
scattered all through this great Northwest, 

1 incidontally mentioned in my last letter 
that Spring comes in to Winnipeg from the 
Northwest, and as the climate is somewhat 
milder and tho season of warm weather longer 
in the North West Territory, this vast un- 
settled region, capable of supporting teeming 
millions of a population is considered to be 
better adapted for agricultural purposes and 
stock rising than the province of Manitoba, 

Mr. Stewart, signal observer at Winnipeg, 
holds about the samo views in regard to this 

CLIMATIC PHENOMENA, 
as Prof, Macoun gives in his lecture on the 
“Great Lone Land,” the purport of which is 
as follows: ” 

“In about latitude 55 deg. north, at the 
northerly end of the won/erful Peace River 
valloy—wonderful for its fertility and pastu- 
ral beauty—the Rocky Mountains as a range 
nearly coaso to oxist, leaving between these 
prairio regions and tho Pacitio only « narrow 
mountain range 250 or 300 miles wide, and a 
very low altitude. Sweeping northward along 
the eastern coast of Asis, past Japan and across 
the Pacific, is tho mighty Japanese current, 
which is four times the sizo of the Atlantic 
current, bringing withit the warm trade winds, 
A portion of this current passes northweatorly 
across the Arctic ocean through Behring’s 
Strait; but tho main portion is diverted to 
the eastward across the Pacific by the Alen- 
tian islands, striking our coast about latitude 
60", Thowe warm trade winds, sweeping over 
the low and narrow mountain ranges, bring 
with them the carly spring time, whose influ- 
enco ia felt at the South down to the American 
boundary line, Tho temperature reports of 
both the Canadian and the United States sig- 
nal service, through a number of years, show 
that the northwestern limit of sevore winter 
weather is reached at about tho Amorican 
boundary lino. There are no Arotio curronts 
in the Pacific to dopresa tho temperature, as 
there are in the Atlantic, which seriously af- 
focta our easternmost climate,”

Those coming out heroshould havethoir minds | 
mado up to settlo on farms of thoir own, as 
Sgricultural labor is limited and confined to 
tho summor months, 

I would advise thone contemplating coming 
hore to look for clorkthips or any spocics of 
employment whore kid gloves and canes aro 
in yogue, to politely decline the advice of tho 
Inte Horace Greely and remain whore they 
aro. While I would not assume the respon. 
sibility of advising any persons to sell their 
property aud move to Manitoba, I am satisfied 
that thero are handrods of hard working 
farmers cking out an existence on barren 
land in the northern townships of Hastings 
and the eastern part of Tyendinaga, so stony 
that planting and sowing can scarcely be ef- 
fected without the aid of a peg awl, who 
would greatly enhance the prospects of their 
families by moving here, Farms of 160 acres 
which may now be procured from the Goyern- 
ment free, will enhance very rapidly in values 
and many settlers who establish humble 
homes this season on the outer verge of civi- 
lization, will a fow years hence own valuable 
property ina well settled, prosporous coun. 
try.

TAKE AS LITTLE FREIGHT AS POSSIBLE. 

Furniture and agricultaral implements can, 
when freight charges and liability of break 
ago, &c., are considered, be parstaned much 
cheaper in Wionipeg. The ploughs used. in 
Ontario are not suitable for prairieland. The 
first ploughing—breaking the prairio sod—is 
only about two inches deep, and the rich al- 
lnvial soil is of such an oily nature that only 

loughs of a proper’ shape and made of the 
beat steel willclean init. While good horses, 
particularly brood mares, might be taken 
with advantage, cattle and other domestic 
animals already acclimatized, may be pur. 
chased much cheaper in Manitoba. Those 
taking horses would do well to ship them 
only to Fishers’ Landing, as they can be 
driven the remainder of the journey at less 
expense, I would advise emigrants to make 
their inquiries from the Goverrment agents, 
where there is one to be found, and to pay 
little attention to voluntary information from 
other partics, as there are always a number 
who have land for sale, on the lookout for 
purchasers, that will give directions from a 
selfish standpoint.

While commencing farming 
on prairio Jand is attended with far Jess labor 
than where the forest has to bo cleared, I 
do not imagine that every new settler will be- 
come rich and prosperous. There are many 
going into the Province who would witherand 
die if planted in the garden of Edon, but 
every scttler blest with health, and willing to 
work must, by the exercise of pluck and 
economy, better his condition. 


The drawbacks to be considerel are; Dis- 
tance from market at present, want of rail- 
way faciitien from ¥ inn weet danger 
of crops being destroy 1 oppers, 
bcaclty of building timber and fuel. 

Two local rallway companies are already 
formed, and no doubt in a few years these 
new settlements will enjoy all the railway 
facilities required for transportation purposes. 
Respecting the other drawbacks I give the 
following quotation from information publish. 
ed by the Dominion Government : 

‘In regard to the grasshopper plague, 
Manitoba and tho North west are not breed- 
ing grounds. The locusts are foreigners, and 
Sint more liable to overrun Nebraska, Da- 
cotah and Minnesota, than Manitoba, Those 
States havo a higher altitude, are denuded of 
timber, arid; asd subject to summer droughts, 
and also are more in the direction and more 
liable to be overrun by these insects, Mani- 
toba had an immunity of 37 years—from 1820 
to 1857; no grasshoppers were in the country 
during that long period, In 1873, 1874 and 
1875, crops were partially destroyed, more 
particularly in 1874, but nono have since ap- 

red, and in all probability may not again 
for half a century. In reference to the mats 
city of timber, there is abundance, if proper! 
protected, and it will increase yearly, In 
some of the older settlements of Wisconsin, 
Indiana and Llinois, there is now 25 per cent. 
more than there were when these States were 
firat settled. ”

BAST HASTINGS. 


The election of a representative for East 
Hastings in the Commons, which was ren- 
dored necessary by tho decision of Judge 
‘Armour in tho matter of the protest against 
Mr, White's return, is to be brought about 
without any unnecessary delay. Tho writ 
has been received by Sheriff Taylor, who 
has been appointed Returning Officer, and 
it fixes the nomination for Tuesday, the 
18th inst, at Chisholm’s Mills, Tyendinaga, 
and polling on Tuesday, tho 25th inst, 

The Government is entitled to credit for 
fixing the dato of the election at the earliost 
possible date, as by that means the consti- 
tuency will be unrepresented for a few 
days only, and that during the time before 
decision is likely to be reached on any im. 
portant measure, There being no new 
issues before the people, and those which 
wero presented at the general election hay- 
ing been thoroughly discussed in Septom- 
ber last, the time afforded for canvassing 
and speaking is amplo, therefore it was in 
every kense desirable that the representa- 
tive of the constituency should be enabled 
to take his place in Parliament at as early 
aday as could be arranged for. 

Mr, White will of course be tho candl- 
date of the Conservative party, but who 

will carry the Grit standard to dofeat is a 
matter of great uncertainty. It was the 
intention of Mr, Aylaworth to contest the 
seat again, but very much to the surprise 
of those present at a meeting of his friends, 
which was held hore yesterday afternoon, 
as well as to that of the public generally, 


from the candidature. Under these cir- 
cumstances the Grit party is ina quandary, 
and it will be difficult for them to got a 
candidate, as cortain defeat awaits their 
nominee, whoever he may be. It is not, 
of course, for us to sdvise them ; but as 
under the circumstances their case is hope- 
less, it would be much more satisfactory to 
the people of the constituency if, instead of 
putting them to the trouble and the coun- 
try to the expenso of a useless contest, his 
opponents allowed Mr. Whito tobe returned 
by acclamation. Such a display of magnan- 
imity would not weaken their cause, whilst 
a bad defeat would do so to a considerable 
extent. Howoyer, it is for the Grits to 
say, and should they place a candidate in 
the field we shall rely on the friends of Mr. 
White to put forth their most earnest ef- 
forts in his support, and to place him at 
the head of the poll by a majority larger 
than he has ever before received. f

IN TRYING CIRCUMSTANCES 
ES AND INCIDENTS. 


BRITISH PLUC 
Or 


Lonpon, Jan, 23.—Tho Standard’s core 
respondent writeing from Khurum Fort, 
Bader dato of Decembor 19th says i— 
wont on shortly after this with Brigadier- 
Gonoral Drew. His Brigado-Major, Oap- 
tain Scott, V. 0., and the 72nd camo fol- 
lowing after undor tho loadership of Col. 
Brownlow, who remarked to mo that the 
dofile was a mixture, on some tromendous 
scale, of  Killiccrankies, Glencoes, 
Khyber Passes, and Peiwar Kotals. We 
all arrived in camp about two o'clock, 
about an hour after Gen. Roberts. Near its 
endthedofilo turns tothe left in an oastorly 
direction, and passes within two hundred 
yards of fovoral forts, built either on low, 
strong hills or more precipitous crags. All 
these forta wore occupied by Afghans, whose 
{ntentions wo could not tell, as they did 
not yenture to fire as we passed them. 
‘After passing thoso forts, the defile enters 
upon rough stony ground, of the kind that 
characterizes much ef the Khurum, where 
it emerges from the mountains. ore on 
the left there are bare brown mountains 
springing out from tho Peiwar range. The 
structure of the dofilo throughout is such 
that firing in it cannot be heard at any 
groat distance off in the same line, thus it 
happened that while the General and the 
main body of the troops were pushing on to 
camp, shots had been exchanged near the 
Kotal, and nobody in front knew anything 
about it. At eloven the Mongols began to 
troop together in hundreds on the hillside, 
and te approach the bed of the defile, They 
had seen the difficulties of the Kotal road 
for our camels, They had seen the greater 
portion of the troops pass on, and now, 
thoy thought, was their opportunity for 
plunder. Oapt. Good wes marching along 
at the head of a long string of camels,which 
wero all attended by five soldiers of the 
72nd, besides their driyera. Suddenly 
there came round a rock close to the road 
in tho dofile a band of one hundred Mon- 
gols. Tho Highlanders mistrusted them, 
and wanted to fire, but they put up their 
hands and signalled that they were friendly, 
whereupon Capt. Good told the soldiers to 
lower their rifles. The Mongols camo with- 
in thirty yards. They saw on immense 
number of camels, anda quantity of bag- 
gage, defended by only half a dozen men. 
The temptation was too great for them, 
With extraordinary rapidity thoy unslung 
their guns from their backs and 
commenced fire. Captain Good was the 
first to fall. He was hit by a ball de- 
livered from a long, bell-mounted gun such 
as you might find in antiquarium museums. 
The ball went through his sword,and pene- 
trated both legs a little below the the knee.

Royalty and Loyalty in Oanada. 


Writing of this subject in the Midwinter 
Scribner, Dr, Holland says; 

We have no wish for a change in the 
American form of Government. Tho risks 
would be too many even were a change in 
any way desirable; but one doesnot need 
to be very acute of vision to see that the 
peculiar form of loyalty which gathers 
around the Queen and royal family of Eng- 
land is the grand bulwark of the national 
stability. Indeed the Queen and her fam- 
ily hardly exist to-day for anything more 
or better than to sit or serve as the objects 
of the nation’s loyalty. The sovereign of 
England is a person who, in these days ex- 
ercise very little authority, for the 
English nation is about astraly and thor- 
oughlyself-governed as our own. Indeed 
England is one of the freest countries of 
the world; and, in some respects, 
her governing powers are more 
directly and immediately responsible to the 
people than our own. She certainly has 
this one advantage, to which in this article 
we call special attention, viz. : that for 
long years sho has had in the supreme 
place a woman, who has represented the 
nation and been the recipient of its affoo- 
tionate loyalty, and not half a dozen men 
who, for limited periods of time, have re- 
presented a party. Through all adminis- 
trations, there has stood unchanged the 
person of the British Queen, as the incar- 
nation of the national institutions, laws, 
authority and life, 
_ So weare delighted with the expreas- 
ions of loyalty which have attended the re- 
ception of the new Canadian governor and 
his wife. Canada is a friendly neighbor, 
with whom it is for the interest of the Uni- 
ted States to cultivate the most cordial re- 
lations. She wants nothing of us politically 
and we want nothing of her; and it is grat- 
fying to loarn—what this reception seoms 
to have proved—that Canada is content 
with the very mild foreign rule under which 
she lives; nay, that sho has a sense of pride 
in being brought closer to the heart of the 
empire by the presence within her borders 
of royal blood. This reception promises 
well for order and peace and unity, on 
which our neighbor is to be heartily con- 
gratulated. Sho is te be congratulated on 
the acquisition of a capable and worthy gen- 
tloman to stand at the hoad of her affairs, 
and a woman for her social leading and 
palsies inspiration who represents in hor 
blood the person around whom cluster tho 
loyal affections of a great and remarkable 
people.

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Ministers’ Salaries. 


Writing on the subject of the Provincial 
Ministers’ salaries, we erronously stated 
that those gentlemen did not propose to 
reduce their own salarios, Further infor- 
mation shows that thoy do propose to mako 
a reduction in their pay, to the extent of 
$500 per apnum, This is nota sufticient 
Jessening of tho sums paid to the officials in 
question, for as they propose to reduce the 
indemnity to members to the sum/‘at which 
it stood four years ago, their salaries ought 
also to be placed at the amount at which 
they stood in 1875. The action is of the 
nature which a momber, during the debate 
‘on the address,warned them against, name- 
ly such as that of Col. Tom Scott, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad king, who proposed 
to submit to a reduction of 10 per cent on 

“his salary of $50,000 a year, provided that 
all tho employees ofthe road would consent 

to hayo their small wages reduced in a 
similar ratio. Thisis much the same as 
what the Government have done, except 
that instead of proposing a similar decrease 
all around, they have cut 25 per cent off 
tho comparatively small amount paid to the 
members as sessional indemnity, whilst 
they have cut down their own salaries only 
12 per cent. 

Moreover, tho public will understand the 
motives of the Government better when it 
is stated that the reduction will not affect 

_ their salaries, but that of their successors,

35,000 Strikers, 


gives tho following particulars of the atriko 
of sailors at Liverpool :—Tho sailors and 
| coal heavera of Liverpool have struck work 
and are to-day parading the town singing 
and making other demonstrations. Much 
discomfort, anxioty and embarrassment 18 
caused by the strike. Tho departure of 
many vessels has been delayed, trade has 
suffered, and business of almost all kinds 
has been either partially or wholly impod- 
ed. Tho strike was almost entiroly unan- 
ticipated, The men are apparently thor- 
oughly united and they declaro they will 
not return to work until their domands— 
which aro really not very unreasonablo— 
aro complied with. The «city to-day 
presented a curious scone. Tho stoppage 
of trado loft the streets full of idlors, 
end as tho sailors and coal heavers 
marched through the city singing nautical 
songs intermixed with allusions to thoir 
grievances they were followed by large 
crowds of men, the majority of whom ap- 
parently sympathised with the strikers, A 
mob of strikers invaded the docks late this 
afternoon, and compelled thoso who were 
working to desist. They havo done con- 
siderable damage to several vessels, especi- 
ally the American schooner Cora, and also 
disabled the landing stages. The police 
charged the mob repeatedly, and ultimate- 
ly disperced the rioters, A repetition of 
the riotis threatened, and it was feared 
that the attack would be made during the 
night, It is estimated that there are 35,- 
000 strikers.

The Uattle Disease, 


The Montreal Star of last evening con- 
tains tho following important information 
respecting the progress of the cattle disease 
and the policy of the Government in rela-

In addition to what has already Poon pub- 


lished in Zhe Star on the subject, our report- 
er learned from Dr. McEachran that the rea- 
sons which had induced the Government to 
instruct him to investigate the Cattle Plague 
was its dangorous character and the nature of 
the contagion. In the course of his investiga- 
tion he proceeded to New York, and found 
pleuro-poeamonia there and ia Brooklyn, the 
worst feature of which was that the cattle 
wera milked until too far gono, and then

Tron Manufacture in Canada. 


The Montreal Post makes a few sensible 
remarks concerning the lotter of Mr, Wrig- 
ley, of Toronto, to the Mayor of this city, 
in which he states that the Company which 
he reprosonts will not remove their business 
to Canada unless a sufficient amount of pro- 
duction is given to the iron trade to render 
it possible to make the business profitable. 
Our contemporary says, and we fully agree 
inits conclusions: ‘If Parliament protects 
the company, then the company is, it is said, 
prepared to transfor its works from England 
to Canada. The contemplation of such an 
enterprise is but the commencement or at 
least an indication, of what somo English 
manufacturers think of Protection It fur- 
nishes us with an example of how men aro 
willing to risk their means under a system 
calculated to advance the commorcial re- 
sources of the country.”

United States and Australia, the diseace has 
been found in imported animals. 

The following are the preliminary sym- 
ptoms. A high temperature, 182 and 187; a 
quickened pulse; quickened respiration ; 
cough ; lessened secretion of milk; tho ani- 
mal maintaining the standing position, with 
head extended, nostri's dilated, and flanks 
heaving, In tho second stage expiration is 
accompanied by a mournfui grunt, the animal 
h, the secretion of milk is entirely 
stoppof, and fatal diarrhea seta in, and tho 
animal dies or gets well, The course of the 
disease runs from ten days to six weeks. The 
‘leath-rate is 50 to 60 per cent, Generally 
the animal takes it only once, but there aro 
exceptions to the rule, Post-mortem exam- 
ination roveals the lungs, erpecially the loft 
one, in a patized condition—solid, with 
heavy specific gravity, so that it roadily sinks 
in wator, adheres to tho plouro lining and 
ribs, and, when cut into, presents a peculiar 
marble appearance, which is not seen in any 
other discase,

| A Prince Edward Railway Train 
Run Into, 


| NO INJURIES SUSTAINED BY THE PASSENCERS. 


Haurrax, Feb. 7. 

An accident occurred on tho Prince 
Edward Island Railway on Monday last, 
which fortunatoly resulted without any 
fatal casuality. Tho Goorgetown train in 
usually connected with the Souris train at 
Mount Stowart tho first taking the passon- 
gers and freight of the last to Charlotte- 
town, Tho Georgetown train arrived at 
Mount Stewart on time, and ng no sign 
of tho Souris train proceeded directly on 
tho way, At Bedford station she came in 
contact with a heavy snow block. Strik- 
ing it first, sho proved unable to pass 
through. The train was thon backed, 
tho passenger cars were left about 
fifteen chains from the bank, and the 


locomotives went forward to force a pas- 
sago. In the third attempt to pass the 
engines were thrown a fow feet from tho 
rails, All efforts were made to replace 
them. It could not be quickly done,and a 
brakesman was sont back with a signal to 
warn the approaching Souris train of the 
fact. An hour after the train first struck, 
tho passengers, six first-class and six seo- 
ond-class, leisurely sitting in their respective 
cars, hoard a whistle quite near. A mo- 
mont later they were horrified to see the 
Souris train swiftly bearing down upon 
them, Sho struck the first-class car with 
a dreadful thud, carrying it three-quarter 
ways upon the snow plough, touring 
away the after trucks, breaking the 
rear door, and destroying the couplings, 
mailings, &o,, betwoon the two cars. Three 
men and a young lady were sitting in the 
rear of the first-class car, and seoing the 
train approaching,the men opened tho rear 
door with all haste and jumped from tho 
platform. One of the number,who did not 
jump far enough, was completely covered 
with snow,and until he recovered himself it 
was thought ho had beenronover. He re- 
ceived a slight injury to his wrist by being 
struok with the side of the snow plough, 
The young lady attempted to eacapo to the 
second-class car, but ere sho had gone half 
the length of tho first-class car the train 
struck, and as the car mounted the snow- 
plough she turned a clumsy somersault, and 
was landed among the seats at the lower eud 
ofthecar. She escaped with slight injuries 
to her back. The other passengers on the 
train were tossed about, but no person was 
seriously hurt,

also have a considerable aflinity for 
coloring matters, and are capable of taking 
them up quite freely. These various aflin- 
ities of alkalies, fats and coloring matters, 
when used in cheese, occasion some curious 
changes, which it may not be altogether 
uninteresting totrace. In using, the liquid 
coloring is mingled with the milk of which 
cheese is to be made, just before the rennet 
is applied. Upon mixing with a large mass 
of milk, the lye becomes so diluted that its 
action is slow and weak, and only notice- 
able after some time and by careful obser- 
vation. In the cheese the following changes 
occur ; Tho potash and sal soda slowly let 
go of the coloring matter and combine with 
the chéesy matter, tor which they havea 
stronger attraction, and which they tend to 
soften and dissolve. The coloring matter 
being now free from its alkaline compan- 
ions, is at liberty to unite with something 
else, which it does by uniting with the fat 
in the cheese, for which it has a stronger 
affinity than for the caseous matter. In the 
curing of cheese the fat holds all the color- 
ing matter, and the casein none. This is 
proved by separating the constituents of 
cheese by digesting with pepsin, The casein 
dissolves out in a colorless liquid, and even 
lumps of undigested curd appear as white 
as snow, The fat not being much acted on 
by stomach digestion, separates and rises 
to the surface, holding all the coloring, its 
final digestion appearing to be the slower 
the more coloring it holds. 

Observation has settled the fact that 
caustic alkalies destroy the action of rennet, 
fast or slow, according to their strength. 
If an extract of rennet is made alkaline, its 
destruction is only a question of time. 
All the caustic alkali put into cheese, coun- 
teracts the cheesing process to the ex- 
tent of its strength, and impairs the tex- 
ture of the cheese, If enough is put in, 
the cheesing will be entirely arrested and 
the curd not without curing. 

The quantity of lye used in coloring 
cheese, though small, is envuugh to enable 
an expert cheese-maker to discover that 
his highly-colored cheese cure a little more 
slowly and imperfectly, and get ‘‘off” a 
little sooner than his uncolored ones. 

From the readiness with which potash 
and sal soda dissolve annatto, they are 
generally used to prepare coloring for both 
cheese and butter. But other things are 
sometimes used. Ureic acid, » well known 
and offensive acid of animal origin, is dome- 
times added to potash or soda, forming 4 
urate ef potash or soda, The action of the 
urate is less severe upon the cheese, and 
inakes a finer color to begin with, than the 
caustic potash or soda. But strong, lactic 
acid decomposes it, often changing its hue 
and causing the surface, and sometimes tho 
interior, to have a mottled appearance, It 
is a filthy coloring for either butter or 
cheese. 

For butter, alkaline coloring is always 
wasteful. It must be used by mingling it 
with the cream, when the great bulk of it 
is taken up by the butrermilk, which is 
only tho worse for being colored. Tho 
very small part which attachesis toominute 
to procure any ill effects which are imme- 
diately visible. After a time they develop. 
But they are so slow and so slight that 
many people- the writer among them— 
haye been led to believe, and to oxpress 
the opinion that no injury was done. More 
extended and careful observation haye 
shown otherwise. 

‘The juice of carrots and other vegetables 
are sometimes used for butter, but the 
vegetable matter carried into the butter 
soon decays and changes its fine aroma and 
develops rancidity. o matter what arti- 
ficial coloring is applied to butter, the but- 
ter is always intrinsically the worse for it. 
But consumers require it, and the requisi- 
tion must be heeded. In complying it is 
best to uso what is least objectionable, 
This is believed to be coloring propared in 
oil. It takes the smallest quantity, leaves 
no color in the buttermilk, and affects the 
butter the least. If skilfully prepared it 
is nearly inert. But even this is unsafe, for 
if oil which is not sound and pure in flavor 
it in used loads to rancidity and decay. But 
if oil is omployed which will romain sound 
and sweet as long or longor than the butter 
fate with which it is to mingle—it reduces 
objections toa minimum. But it would 
bo better to avoid artificial coloring at all, 
both in butter and cheese, if it could be 
done without » loss. So long as it cannot, 
it must bo regarded as a necussity and lo. 
gitimate, Tf dealers would join with man-

THE ZULU WAR. 


A British Column Annihilated 


ARMS, AMMUNITION, AND COLORS CAPTURED 
BY THE NATIVES: 


Care Tows, Jan. 27.—On the 21st ult. 
a British column, consisting of a portion of 
the 24th Regiment, n battery of artillery, 
and 600 native auxiliarios, was utterly an- 
nihilated near Tugot River by 20,000 Zulus, 
who captured a yaluable convoy of 102 wag- 
gons, 1,000 oxen, 2 cannons, 400 shot and 
sholl, 1,000 rifles, 250,000 rounds of am- 
munition, 60,000 pounds weight of provis- 
ions, and the culars of the 24th Regiment. 
It is estimated that 5,000 Zulus wore killed 
and wounded in tho battle. 


Among tho killed on the British ride are 
two majors, four captains, twelve lieuten- 
ants, and a quartermaster of the 24th Reig- 
ment, two captains of the Royal Artillery, 
four lieutenants andasurgeon of the En- 
gineers, besides twenty-one other Brit- 
ish officers commanding native tribes. 
Sovon attacks subsequently made by the 
Zulus have been repulsed, and the colony 
is now somewhat recovering from the utter 
consternation which at first prevailed. 
Natal, however, is in great danger,and dis- 
turbances aro feared in Pongoland. Lord 
Chelmaford, commander of the expedition, 
has been forced to retire in consequence of 
tho defeat. It is estimated that 500 soldiers 
wero killed, besidos the officers enumerated 
above.

Company the sum of $50,000 and get a first 
mortgage on the road for $100,000. That 
would save the $50,000 now pending and se- 
cure a large amount of interest on the money 
already invested in the road. In addition to 
the above we should have the nomination of 
the Board, thereby securing the interest of 
the City without a doubt. He was aware 
that some thought the roadwas not desirable, 
but he thought the road should be fostered. 
He pointed out the danger of the Toronto and 
Ottawa and other roads, and in view of roads 
being built all around us, we should see to it 
that our interest is not taken away, and wo 
should think whether it is desirable to havo 
the road at all. He was of the opinion wo 

should—and itshould be considered dispassion- 
ately, and he thought that the Council should 
be willing to submit such a proposition to the 

people on the withdrawal of the present Bill. 

The Company had made a mistake in giving 

& mortgage on the Road to Mr. Bickford, It 

now proves a load to the Company, and in a 

great weasure they aro powerless. That was 

the reason why tho Road hangs-fire so long. 

If his proposition wos entertained and carried 

it wouldenable the Company to put aside 

that difficulty which they are now laboring 

‘under, and ways and means could be found 

for the completion of the road. 

In reply to Ald. Holden, Ald, Dickson said 
we would simply lend the Company $50,000 
and get $100,000 first mortgage bonds. 

Aldermeg Jellett and McIninch also spoke 
at some length, 

Ald. Patterson said he thought we were 
bound by resolutions of the Council, and he 
did not want to be one of tho twenty-one 
mén to impose this large amount of money on 
the people, and it should be submitted to the 
people. 

Ald. Holden thought that the proposition 
of Ald. Dickson was a good one. We could 
got security for tho interest of money already 
paid, and we would be secured for the $50,000 
which we will likely have to pay. Ho was 
in favor of submitting it to the people, and he 
was in favor of it. Tho Couacil are agreed 
to submit anything to the people, and no step 
to be taken withoat it, 

Ald. St. Charles thought it would be a wise 
plan to telegraph to Mr. Bickford to with- 
draw the Bill and submit Mr, Dickson's pro- 
position to the people. The Council had no 
right to divide the bonus, and he would bo in 
favor of voting for Mr. Dickson's proposi- 
tion, 

Ald, Holden said suppose the deputation 
were asked the reason they divided the bonus 
and why now they wanted to undo it, A 
doputation could not do just as thoy pleased. 
They would meot formidable opposition, 
After somo furthor discussion, the Council 
adjourned,

| ‘An Ant Battle. 


TERRIFIC AND INTERESTING ENTOMOLAOIOAL 
COMBAT, 


[From Harper's Magazino.] 


On a aultry afternoon, the 1st day of 
July, I was lazily sauntoring in the grovo, 
when on looking down, I found to my sur- 
priso, that I wasin the midst of a battlo- 
flold. A powerful army of red ants had 
invaded the dominion of the black colony 
which for three years past I had had a kind 
of supervision over, I had often brought 
slant covered with aphides—the immortal 

innvwus called these aphides the ants’ cows 
—and had stuck these plants into the earth 
around their dwelling, and had given them 
sugar, and had driyon and carriod toads 
from their nest which were devouring them. 
In fact, I had become very much interested 
in and quite attached to this colony, but I 
was powerloss to aid them now, I could 
only look on in wonder and astonishment. 

‘A yard or more around the foot of the 
trees the battle was raging, and no place 
for the sole of my feet without crushing 
the combatants, I found in every instance 
ared ant pitted against a black, in which 
case the black was soon dispatched. For

Inow picked up several of the warriors, 
but so intent were they in their terrible 
struggle that my handling did not divert 
them in the least. I carried several pairs 
into the house, placed them under a large 
oval glass (the cover of a fernery) on a mar-

blo-topped table, and watched the conflict. 


I found I had ten black and ten red war- 
riors, not engaged in a general melee, but 
each intent upon killing his own adversary. 
It was fully an hour before the first warrior 
was killed—a red hus at least despatched 
his antagonist ;and not satisfied with kill- 
ing him, he tears his legs from his body 
and severs his antennm. After convine- 
ing himself that he is already dead, ho 
looks around at the other warriors, which 
are still closely looked in their dreadful em- 
brace, and now he hurries from one couple 
to another, as if to see where his services 
are most needed. He finds a couple whose 
struggles are nearly over—a black is fasten- 
ed with a death-grip to his adversary’s 
fore-leg. The red hero soon severs the 
head from the black soldier, and leaves it 
hanging to the leg of its dying comrade. 
He now goes to another couple who are 
still fiercely contending ; he seizes the black 
and now all three roll and tumble about 
together’; but the black is soon killed, and 
as in the other case, his mandibles are 
locked on his adversary’s leg. But this 
time our hero does sever the head from 
the black soldier, but leaves his comrade 
to free himself as best he can while he goes 
to the assistance of a third less fortunate 
brother, where the black seems to have the 
better of his antagonist. Here’ a long 
struggle ensues. and now another red sol- 
dier has dispatched his opponent, and he 
comes to the atruggling three, moves about 
them in an exciting manner, with his man- 
dibles stretched wide apart, waiting his 
opportunity to fasten them on the black ; 
he finds his chance, seizes him between the 
thorax and abdoman, and severs the body 
in two ; but the dying black does not relex 
his hold of the first antagonist, and they 
die together. 


T now leave the fierce combatants for the 
night. In the morning I find that every 
black is killed, and four red soldiers are 
dead and two others cannot long survive. 
The legs and antenniw and mutilated bodies 
of the dead warriors are strewn about, 
every fragment showing conspicuously on 
the white marble. Out of the twenty four- 
teen are dead and two nearly lifeless— 
only four have survived. I put some drops 
of water and moistened sugar under the 
glass for the surviving heroes; to find 
the water and drink. I now repair to the 
battle-field. The struggle is over—not a 
black to beseen, but a column of the red 
invaders is emerging from a large cavity 
that leads to the numerous galleries and 
under-ground chambers of these industri- 
ous blacks, and each invader is carrying a 
larva or pupa. I follow the column, which 
is from four to five inches in width, to the 
nests of the red ants before mentioned. 
There is a wide opening in the side of this 
nest down which they all disappear and 
Jeave thoir burdens, and again start for 
more plunder. All day long these power- 
ful marauders are engaged in this work. 
They carry a larva or pupa carefully, and 
drop it on being disturbed. But what does 
this mean? Every little while a red war- 
rior comes out with a black bundle, which 
he carries as carefully as he does the pupa 
or larya. I stop him to inquire into the 
matter; he drops’ his bundle which im- 
mediately unrolls, and lo! it is a lively 
black ant, sPPeTeey unhurt, and to my 
eye, no Way different from the warrior with 

hom he was so fiercely fighting. 


The books which I have read on the sub- 
ject informs me that ‘tho red ants carry 
the pupa aud larves of the blacks to their 
nest, where they rear them for slaves, but 
they never capture the adult ant, for it 
would not stay in the new home if they 
did.” But these ants certainly carried a 
great number of adult ants to their nest, 
and I am quite sure they did not run away, 
but atayed and helped to nurse and feed 
the larva. I capturo sovoral of the red 
marauders with their victims, .and place 
them under the glass. The reds now pay 
no atteution to tho blacks, but simply try 
to make their escape. I take larvie and lay 
thom on a leaf, and put thom under the 
glass cleo, and place moistened sugar in 
their reach. Very soon the blacks are 
feeding the hopeless larvw. I remove the 
glass cover; the reds immediately run 
away, but she blacks stay and continue to 
ne the moistened sugar and feed the yéung 
1 hold a magnifying-glass over thom, and 
find their mouths to be fed very much like 
young birds, I now take tho larva, to- 
gether with the nurses, and place thom 
near anest of red anta, I*soon lose sight 
of the nurses, but tho larvi are quickly 
taken to the nost by the red soldiers.

Steam Ploughing in England. 
Whatever may be the objections to the uso 


with great force. I had read of them and 


illustrations, In Fowler's sys- 


with them. Under tho boiler a horizontal dram 


isdrawn. The plough, which turns from 


of its engine, is a gang of ploughs attached to 
an iron frame, and so balanced that as it pro- 
ceeds in either direction the gang which is to 
make the:reverse cut is cocked up in the air. 
The ploughman sits over the centre of the gang, 
and has infront of him a steering windlass, 
by which the direction of the plough is regulat- 
ed. The grabbers, cultivators, harrows, svb- 
soilers, etc., aro all arranged in a similar way. 
When at work one engine stands at cach sido 
of the field, each with its rope attached to the 
plough, and this is drawn backward and for- 
ward between them, the engines moving for- 
ward along the headland for each new bite, 
In order to protect the rope from friction, it 
is supported here and there by little tracks 
called ‘rope porters.” A pair of the larger 
engines aida six furrow plough will turn up 
from 15 to 20 acres per day, almost irrespec- 
tive of depth, within any usual agricultural 
limit, 

The system has been in practical use for 20 
years past, and has been undergoing constant 
improvement, until it seems now to be very 
nearlp perfect, Ita, of course, only on farms 
of the largest size, whero many hundreds of 
acres are ploughed ‘annually, that these large 
double engine sets.of apparatus aro used, but 
there are companies and associations of farm- 
ors ip all parts of England which own one or 
more sots to be let out for hire, so that even a 
amall farmer may have hia ploughing done by 
steam at a cost much less than that of doing 
it by horseslabor, when it is considered that 
he is rel oved from the cost of maintaining his 
horses throughout the year, The mere mat- 
ter of economy, however, isa 86 sondary con- 
sideration, as compared with the quality of 
the work done, The greater Frcs of the 
steam-plough gives a much more thorough 
pulverization and aeration to the soil, the 
treading of horso’s foot is entirely done away 
with, and the condition of the land generally 
is greatly improved, ospecially as the subse- 
quent operations may, where fields are suf- 
ficiently large, all be dono by steam—harrow- 
ing, rolling and seed-drilling. Indeed, tho 
only drawback to this system seoms to bo. the 
very large amount of capital that it is neced- 
sary to invest—a pair of 20 horse-powor 
traction engines, an cight-furrow plough, and 
800 yards of steel rope, costing no less than 
£2,372 ($11,860.) ‘Vo give an idea of tho 
woale of the whole system it may be stated 
that a six-furrow balanvo-plough is about 30 
fect Jong, and weighs over two tons.—[Col.

Brine that will Keep Eggs tor Six 
Mouths or More. 


Tako a pail, or an earthen jar is hettor,as it 
in loss absorbing, cooler, and’ will not stain 
thercontenta; into it put one quart of lime 
(jointa) ; to this ald water gradually until it 
boils; then atir until the limo is dissolved ; 
thon add one teaspoonful of Asbton's salt, 
stirring well, and when boiling. has ceased, 

radually add five gallons of wator; the fol 
lowing day, when cool, the limo and'xalt be: 
ing of the right kind, there will be found on 
the surface a coating asof ico; break this 
gontly and you will havea brine aw clear ps 
water, the lime haying gone to the bottom. 
This is sufficient brine to fill a ten-gallon jar 
with eggs. Into the jar should firat be put 
a thin layer of tho slaked lime, then a quart 
of lime, then tho eggs, Jaying thom in gently 
no an to avoid breaking, for broken eggs will 
spoil and make the brine unfit for use. Aa 
the eggs are added,wo add the brine until with 
in twoinches of the top. Put on a clean muslin 
cover an inch more in diameter than the outer 
dimensions of the jar ; tuck itin snugly; on 
this pat the remainder of the slsked limo, 
which woalw it, and the eggs are pickled for 
{art so long as you keop the sealing limo wet 
by frequently adding lightly salted water. 


A Terrible Spot. 

A spot almost ns terrible aa tho prophet's 
valley of dry bones lies just north of the old 
Mormon road to California, a region thirty- 
six milos long by thirty broad, and. aurround- 
od, except at two pointa, by inacessiblo moun- 
tains, It is totally devoid of water and vogo 
tation, and the shadow of bird or wild beast 
never darkens ita white, glaring sand.

The leader turned due wéat ; so with 
tho people and waggons and flocks he travelled 
threo days,and then descended into the broad 
valley, whose treacherous mirage promised 
water. They reached the ventre, but only 
the white sands, bounded by scorching peaks,

FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


Opening of the Houses by Oom- 
mission. 


ELECTION OF SPEAKER. 

Orrawa, Fob, 13.—The first session of 
the Fourth Parliament of Canada was 
opened by commission to-day. Tho Sonate 
and House of Commons assombled at three 
o'clock, Chief Justice Ritchie presiding in 
the former, and Mr, Patrick, Clerk to tho 
House of Commons, acting as presiding 
oflicer in the latter. The attendance of 
members of both Chambers was large and 
all tho galleries were crowded to excess. 

Just as tho hour of threo was indicated 
by the clock, Mr. Kimber, Gentleman 
Usher of the Black Rod, announced himself 
at the door of the Commons by giving the 
usual three knocks. When admitted and 
after bowing to the members, ho ropoated 
the usual form of summons to the Senate, 
where he said the Honorable William John- 
son Ritchio, Doputy Governor and Chiof 
Justice of Canada, desired the immediate 
attendance of that honorable House. 
The members, led by the Olerk, then 
proceeded to the Senate, where Hon. Sen- 
ator Wilmot informed them that it was 
their duty to return to their Chamber to 
elect a Speaker and to return to-morrow to 
hear the reasons why his Excelloncy had 
called the Parliament at this time. 

ELECTION OF SPEAKER, 

When the Commons had returned to 
thoir Chamber, on motion of Sir John A. 
McDonald, seconded by Hon. Mr. Tilley, 
Mr. Blanchet, member for Levis, was 
elected Speaker, 
The motion was unanimously carried, 
and the House adjourned. 


The Formal Opening 


The Speech from the Throne. 
Orrawa, Feb. 14. 
To-day at 3 o'clock p. m, His Excellency 
the Governor-General proceeded in state to 
tho Senate Chambey, and the members of the 
Vouse of Commons having been summoned, 
and being in attendance, His Excellency was 
pleased to open the first session of the fourth 
Parliament of Canada with the following 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE: 


Honorabls Gentlemen of the Senate :

FOURTH SESSION —THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Wepnespay, Feb. 12. 

Mr. CrxicHton moved, That in the opinion 
of this House it would be in the public inter- 
eat to havo the Public Accounts and Depart- 
tal Reports printed as soon as possible 
after tho expiration of the year to which thoy 
relate, and to have the samo circulated im- | 
mediately upon being printod, whother tho 
House shall be in session at such time or not ; 
and tnat it be an justruction to the Committee 
on Printing to consider and report on the bost 
method of accomplishing this end, He said 
it would be remombered that last session ho 
had moved a somewhat similar motion, but 
had withdrawn it in tho belief that the Pablio 
Accounta would be brought down before tho 
closo of the session, but they had not beon, 
This aubject had been alluded to previously 
in tho debates of this session, and he was glad 
that tho question was being agitated. It was 
a atrango thing for the Government to plead 
that it was impossiblo to got down tho Public 
Accounts earlier than informer years, “Those 
for 1871 had been brought down on the 2ist 
January, 1872, those for 1872 on the 6th Fob- 
ruary Jn the following year. Tho accounts 
of 1876 had beon brought down on the 15th 
January, 1878, and those for 1877 were sub- 
mitted to tho House only a few days ago. It 
was necessary that some en should be 
adopted to do away with this delay, and to 
place the accounts in the hands of the people 
early in the year, 


Mr, Srxciarr thought the House should bo 
satisfied with the declaration of the Govern- 
mont that efforts would be made to bring down 
these reports and statements at the earlicst 
possible moment, as no doubt it was desirable 
they should bo brought down, He moved in 
amendment to the motioa, ‘*that all the words 
of the resolution after the words ‘the late’ be 
struck out, and the following insorted in lieu

thereof: ‘That the practice has been that the 
Departmental reports otber than the Educa- 
tional report and the Public Accounts in de- 
tail for every year are brought down, printed, 
and distributed at the firat session thereafter, 
and that this House is glad to learn from the 
Government that such arrangements have been 
devised as will permit hercafter the Public 
Accounts of each year in detail being laid be- 
fore this House at the first session next after 
the close of the year to which such Accounts 
relate.’ ”” 

Mr. Woop admitted that it was desirable 
to have the Public Accounts brought down as 
early as possible after the end of the year or 
the beginning of the session, But it was im- 
possible, with the present staff, to go on and 
complete the Public Accounts in detail in such 
a short tithe, 

Mr. Writs agreed with the mover of the 
motion, that the present system was a faulty 
one, It was absurd to ay that the Public 
Accounts Committee could now thoroughly 
investigate the accounts of the yoar, bad ho 
was glad to hear that the Government intend- 
ed to alter their system to bring about the 
desired improvement. ~ , 

After some other members had spoken, Mr. 
Mereprti moved in amendment to the amend- 
ment that the following be added after the 
word ‘‘relate” in the original notice, *‘that in 
the opinion of this House it is also desirable 
that the Public Accounts and details for 1878 
be in the hands of the people before the ensu- 
ing general elections.’ 

Mr. Curgte could not seo that harm would 
result from the passing of the motion of the 
hon. member for North Grey, and hé was 
surprised that it had provoked discussion, or 
had required amending. He contended that 
the Goverament members required to have 
the accounts before the close of the session 
jnst as urgently asthe mombers of the Op- 
position, (Hear, hear.) He could not vote 
therefore, against'the amendment of tho hon. 
member for London; (Hear, hear ) 

After some dobate, Mr, Meredith's amend- 
ment to the amendment was loston the fol- 
lowing vote :

Carried. 

Mr, Woop's bill to authorize tho issuing of 
scrip for railway grants in certain cases was 
passefl through the Committee of the Whole. 
The bill to extend the rightof takingsecurity 
of Guarantes Companies (Mr. Mowat) was 
passed through the Committee of the Whole 
without amendment, 

Thedebate on Mr, Meredith's amendment 
to the motion for going into Committee of 
Supply was resumed. 

Messrs. Ross, Morris, Meredith, Lauder and 
Frasor spoke at considerable length, and Mr. 
Meredith's amendment was finally voted 
down by 45 to 31.

John A. Macdonald's administration have 
laid out in the speech from the throne with 


liament of Canada was opened foresnudyers 
= mattara of the greatest interest, and 
shows that the Governmenyy:11 liye fully 


up to their promises, despite the prelimin- 
ary croakings of the Grit journals. 

The fact that negotiations for securing 
an improvement in our trade relations with 
France and Spain and their colonies have 
been commenced and that some results 
have been arrived at is one of importance, 

~ as in those countries will be found a market 
for our fish, lumber and ships, and a proft- 
able exchange made for sugar and other 
commodities the product of tropical and 
semi-tropical countries, while trade can be 
prosecuted to groat advantage under a 
tariff which protects the angar rafining in 
dustry, which would have been impossible 
under the existing tariff. 

The announcement that the construction 
of the Pacific Railway is to be pushed with 
as much yigor as the circumstances of the 
country will permit, is also highly satisfac- 
tory. The connection between Lake Su- 
perior and Manitoba is of the first import- 
ance, in order to secure the growing trade 
of the Province of Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories, and we are pleased to note 
that this unaccountable omission of the late 
Government is to be supplied at as early. a 
date as possible. 

It is also desirable that provision should 
now be made for the taking of the decen- 
nial census of 1881, and the recommenda- 
tion that in this connection means for tho 
collection of vital, criminal and general 
statistics shouldjbe devised, is an excellent 
one, 


The readjustment of the tariff in such a 
manner as to increase the revenue, and at 
“the same time to dévelop and encourage 
the yarious industries of the country, will 
be the great subject of the session, and we 
look with confidence to the ability of the 
Government to deal with the subject, and 
thereby to restore the equilibrium between 
revenue and expenditure, and so to relieve 
the existing commercial and financial de- 
pression. 

Another important paragraph in the 
Speech is that which suggests a life insur- 
ance scheme under Governmental auspices. 
Such a project is deserving of the most care- 
ful consideration of Parliament. 

The measures promised are: For the 
amendment and consolidation of the Stamp 
Act ; for amending the Weights and Mea- 
sures Aot ; for the rearrangement of some 
of the Departments ; relating to the survey 
and management of Dominion Lands ; to 
the Mounted Police; to the Post Office 
Department ; for amending the laws relat- 
ing to the Indians ; i 
Majesty for Gary aay cone Derinton aa 
tain Ordnance and Admiralty lands in 
Nova Scotia and New Bronswick. 

This isa programme extensive enough 
snd important enough to satisfy the most 
exacting of critics, and therefore the pro- 
ceedings of Parliament will this yoar be 

possessed of a greater dogree of interest 
than they have attracted for a number of 
years past.

The thing is absurd. Every cent of drawback 
on the duty upon his raw materials that will 
be allowed to a Canadian manvfacturer will 
be so much directly filched from the pockets 


of the Canadian consumer ; and that without 
any chanco—even a fictitious chance—ot the 
person cheated getting any future benetit by 
submitting to the present robbery. 

After perusing the above stunning denun. 
ciation of the drawback system, the unre- 
flecting reader would be apt to come to the 
conclusion! that it is a terrible thing—not 
se ha touched by a “true Reformer” even 
with a pair of tongs, and to be meddled 
with only by those most corrupt and un- 
Berupulvus OF Morus “Tories.” Yet, 
would it be believed that those great, good 
and pure men who composed the late ‘‘Re- 
form” administration actually considered 
the ‘‘ complicated, unjust and pettifogging” 
system in their Cabinet Council ; that it 
met with their approval : that they passed 
an Act providing for a drawback on duty- 
paid goods exported; and worse than all, 
that the power to allow these drawbacks 
was to be exercised by the Governor-in- 
Council (that is, by themselves) without 
reference to Parliament? Such is the fact, 
hewowan, aa ia _avidancad by’ An Act to 
amend and consolidate the Acts respecting 
the Customs” (chap. 10, 40 Victoria, 1877), 
which was introduced and passed by the 
Mackenzie Government, and the one hun- 
dred and thirty-sixth clause of which reads 
as follows :— 

‘© The Governor in Council may, under regu- 

lations to be made for that purpose, allow, on 
the exportations of goods which have been im- 
porte:l into Canada, and on which a duty of 
Customs has been paid, a drawback equal to 
the duty so paid ; and in cases mentioned in 
such regulations, and subject to auch provi- 
sions as may be therein made, such drawback 
may be altowed on daty-paid goods manufac: 
tured or wrought in Canada into goods export: 
ed therefrom as aforesaid ; and the period 
within which such drawback may be allowed 
after the time the duty was paid shall be 
limited in such regulations.” 
Thos this ‘‘ complicated, unjust and 
pattifogging " system, which ‘‘ necessitates 
a most complicated and expensive system 
of accounts,” which, according to our con- 
temporary, sets a premium upon frauds of 
all sorts, developes roguery on every hand, 
is characterized by “ radical unjustness to 
the people,” and is the ‘ cap-stone of the 
edifice of insanity,” really owes its parent- 
age toa Reform Government and was en- 
dorsed by a Reform Parliament. The Globe 
has evidently misused a great deal of strong 
powder and heavy shot in this instance, 
much in the way as did the sportsman who, 
hunting deer at night by the uncertain 
light.of a frying pan full of burning pine 
knots, shot and killed some of his friend’s 
cattle instead of the wild animals of which 
he was in pursuit.

Mr, Deacon said that if the officialsecretary 
was serving his time in a law office, it proved 
that he could have little or no duties at Gov- 
ernment House and cou'd be dispensed with. 
Mr. MerepirH said if his informant was 
correct in his statement, it was evident the 
item should not pass. Until the truth or 
falsity of the information was ascertained, 
therefore, it would be proper to delay the 
voto, 

After some further discussion the item was 
declared carried, 

Un the item of $14,480, Attorney-General’s 
office, 

Mr, Mgrepirn objected to the item of 
$2,800 paid tho clerk of the Executive Coun- 
cil and Deputy Attorney-General ; and he 
thought, owing to the hard times, the amount 
might very well be reduced. 

Mr. Hee eel the times are going to be 
better, are they not ? 

Mr, Merepira—Quite likely, but still the 
Government should retrench wherever neces- 
sary. He also objected to the item of $400 
towards establishing a law library. 

Mr. Mowat supported the item. He also 
contended that the item above alluded to was 
not too large, and if the House decided to re- 
duce Mr. Scott's salary he would rather pay 
the difference out of his (Mr. Mowat's) own 
ocket than allow Mr, Scott (his deputy) to 

r the loss, (Laughter. ) 


_ Mr, Wari thought that as the members’ 
indemnity was to be reduced to $600, the At- 
torney-General’s salary should be reduced to 
the old tigure.: $4,000, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Cretonton thought the sum of $186 
for public newspapers in 1878 was excessive, 
and should be reduced, 

Mr. Mowar deprecated tho idea of inter- 
fering with ths detai’s of the civil service. 
Tho item passed after farther discussion, 
also several otner items, 

Dpon the item of $50,780 for Crown Lands 
being roached. 

Mr, Mereniti objected to the payment of 
$200 to Mr. Cowper for extra services, while 
at the samo time he was drawing a large 
salary. He held tbat tho principle of paying 
such sums was improper, and should not be 
continued, because ho understood the officer's 


health had broken down in consequenco, 

Mr. PAKOEE explained that no other person 
could have performed these extra services as 
well as Mr. Cowper, who had conducted the 
salo of public lands in a new township ; and 
he had worked night and day in preparing for 
the sale. Under these circumstances he con- 
sidered that in justice to Mr, Cowper, whoso 
hoalth had been impaired, the sum of two 
hundred dollars to enable him to take a trip 
to the old country should pass, 

Mr. Mereprrn, alluding to the cost of get- 
ting outside help, contended that all the 
crown business should bo transacted through 
the Attorney-General’s office ; but it was evi- 
dent that outside help was retained for the

This Winter's Storms, 


The stormsof the present winter at sea 
have been unusually severe, and the record 
of wreck and disaster is unprecedented. 
Though far-reaching in their severity, their 
principal fury was spent on the Atlantic 
and on the North Atlantic coast, no, less 
than 153 vessels having been either totally 
wrecked or seriously damaged in the gale 
of Détember 10. The loss to the merchant 
marine in the four principal gales of the 
autumn and winter is estimated at over 
$4,000,000, and has proved a heavy drain 
upon marine underwriters. The loss of 
life attendant upon shipwrecks has been 
unusually great, and has been swelled by 
several prominent disasters, among which 
are those of the Pommerania and Emily 
B, Sonder. In the storms of December 10 
and October 23, 127 persons are known to 
have lost their lives at sea. As in previous 
winters, the smaller vessels suffered most, 
few that were at sea escaping damage. On 
the coasta of Maino and Massachusetts 
small fishing craft were destroyed by these 
storms in great numbers, and the loss of 
life in those localities surpasses that of any 
previous winter. The December gales were 
also very destructive on the Irish coast, in 
the English Ohannel and in the Mediter- 
ranean.

Many persons aro worried about bank 
stocks declining so greatly. Now, every one 
haying any ocquaintance in financial circles 
knows that aconsiderable portion of bank 
stocks has never been in the hands of bona fide 
investors, but has always been, since its issue, 
floated by atock speculators with the surplus 
capital of the banks, public companies and in: 
dividual capitalists. Under the long-faced 
rule these monies have been gradually drawn 
in, thus throwing these stocks on the market

‘After routine the Promior stated, in reply 
to a quostion from Mr. Baxtor, that the Gov: 
ernment had no {intention to introduce, this 
soasion. a measure looking to the peeaaption 
by the Province of the entire management and 
control of the county gaols. 

On motion of Mr, Meredith, a return was 
ordered showing tho numbor and cost of ap- 
peals to the Gonoral Sessions against dacisions 
of Magistrates under tho Master and Servant 
Aot during the last two years.

Where the Timber goes To. 


Shoe pegs are apparently trivial things; 
yot it requires about 100,000 cords per an- 
num of wood to make the shoe pegs used 
in the United States. Thereis not much 
wood used ina match, but 300,000 cubic 
feet of the best clear pino are consumed 
every year in that countryin making luci- 
fers. Tho packing boxes of the universal 
Yankee nation cost in 1874 some $12,000,- 
000, which represents a pretty good pile of 
lamber, Agricultural implements and veh- 
icles use up near about $100,000,000 annu- 
ally in timber, ‘To keep tho shoe makers of 
that land supplied with wooden lasts and 
bootresses takes 600,000 cords of birch, 
beech and maple, and the handles of tools 
600,000 cords’ more. The baking of their 
bricks consumes 2,000,000 cords of wood 
or what would cover with forest about 50,- 
000 acres of land, Telegraph poles already 
up represent 800,000 trees, and their annu- 
al repairs consume 30,000 more. The tics 
on U. S. railroads consume annually thirty 
years growth of 75,000 acres, and to fence 
their railroads would cost, it is estimated 
$45,000,000 witha yearly expenditure of 
$15,000,000 for repairs. These are some of 
the ways in which the American and Oana- 
dian forests are going.

A Bill to amend the Acts respecting 
Public, High and Separate Schools, was 
introduced into the Legislature by the Hon, 
Mr, Crooks, Minister of Education, and 
was read a first time on the 28th January

important amendments contained in the 
measuro which will simplify the working, 
and in some instances seriously affect the 
power of Trustees, 

S010 See.2 provides that in addition to all 
Persons now entitled to vote by law, every 
Person named on the voters’ list of such 
‘municipality, where such person has been 
assessed for, and has paid a rato imposed 
upon him for public school purposes within

Tho County Judge to receive aud investi- 
gate complaints concerning the validity of 
any election, &c, The provisions of this 
section will meet with general approval, ns 
they will haye the effect of preventing 
holo-and-corner olections, such as must 
pecessarily ocour under the present sys- 
tem, owing to lack of time for consider- 
ation of the morits of candidates. In our 
opinion the ballot—of course we moan 
secret voting as in the Dominion elections 
—ought to be applied to the school elec- 
tions, as intimidation and bribery are just 
as likely to take placo in the election of 
School Trustees as in that of Councillors or 
mombors of Parliament, and it is to be 
hoped that a provision to that effect will be 
added. 

Section 8 repeals certain special provi- 
sions which relate to the City of Toronto. 

Soction 10 provides that teachers of High 
or County Model Schools shall be ineli- 
gible as membera of County Boards of Ex- 
aminors, and no such appointments shall be 
made—a very proper provision. 

Section 12 enlarges the powers conferred 
upon arbitrators under the Public School 
Act, in reference to the compulsory taking 
of land for school sites, providing that they 
shall have the powor to settle all claims or 
rights of encumbrances, of lessees, tenants or 
other persons, os well as those of the own- 
ers, in respect to lands required for school 
sites, which amendment is also important 
and desirable, 

Section 13 provides that in tho case of a 
union school section composed of parts of 
two or more municipalities, the section shall 
be held for all school purposes as being 
within the municipality in which the school 
house is situated. 

Section 14 provides for changes of Union 
School sections whereby a part of such 
unions mey be withdrawn without the 
whole portion of such municipality, when a 
majority of tho assessed house-holdera and 
free-holders of such part petition therefor. 


Section 15 provides that Township 
School Boards may exercise and enjoy all 
the rights and powers of Trustees of rura} 
school sections, under the provision of the 
Public School Act, as well as those of Pub- 
lic Schools of cities and towns. 

Sub-section 19 a of sec. 6, R. S. 0., 
authorizes the Minister of Education to 
deliver from the Depository any prizo or 
library book or maps or apparatus on pay- 
ment of one-half of the cost according to 
authorized catalogue prices of any books, 
maps, or apparatus, purchased by any 
‘School Corporation from any publisher or 
person in lieu of payment out of moneys 
to De appropriated for that purpose by 
the Legislature and also to Normal Schooy 
students, stationery and text books 
maps, apparatus, and library books, and to 
teachers, libraries, works on education for 
their use, also library, prize, and text 
books, maps, &&., &c. 

Section 19 provides that sections 4, 5, 6 
and 7 of this Act, shall apply to Separate 
School Trusteo Corporations, and support- 
ers of Separate Schools. 

Section 20 provides that Separate School 
Corporations have power to borrow money 
as a body corporate for school purpose’ 
and may make valid mortgages, &e., for 
the security of money borrowed. 


Section 23 provides that Trustees of 
Separate Schools in any village, town or 
city, being the County town of the county, 
may appoint a competent person, to be ap" 
proved of by the Education Department, 
to bea member of tho County Board of 
Examiners, with power to revoke such ap- 
pointment, and such person shall be invest- 
ed with like power and duties as other 
members of the Board appointed under the 
Public School Act. This seems to be an- 
other attempt to grasp the power of appoint- 
ing at leastione of the Examiners from the 
County Councils, who have to provide and 
pay the expenses of the Beards of Examin- 
ers, which have proved to be very costly 
affairs, {t appears to us that the County 
Councils are the proper mediums for making 
these appointments, as they know the wants 
of the people much better than the Depart- 
ment at Toronto ; and, besides, no Board 
of Public School Trusteca have any such 
authority to namo any such Examiner, and 
never had. It certainly seems strange that 
such extraordinary power should be given 
to TrusteeCorporations of Separate Schools, 
as if it be desired the County Council would 
rescny Sppolat & Towan Catholic, quali- 
fied of course as the law requires, as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Examiners, Apparently 
the present Government are determined to 
assume the control of all our local affairs, 
this provision of the School Act being but 
another instance of tho centralizing idea 
which finds oxproasion in the Liquor License 
Act and in tho law compelling sheriffs, 
suitors and Government officials to have 
their printing done at Grit newspaper 
offices. Again, the law prescribes certain 
qualifications for oxaminers, and wo should 
judge from the vague wording of tho sec- 
tion that it is proposed to do away with 
those requirements in the case of tho ap- 
pointecs of Separate School Boards. This 
is decidedly wrong, in fact the wholo clause 
is highly objectionable, Owing to reasons 
above stated, and it is to be hoped that it 
will be oxpungod. 

Soo. 25 provides that in cases where a 
High School Board, or Public School cor- 
poration may require by law tho municipal 
Council to raino or borrow a aum of money 
for the purchase of 


t 4% achool site, or tho 
erection or purchase of a school house, ad- 
dition thereto, or for the purchaso or erec- 
tion of a teachor’s residence, such Council 
may refuse to raise or borrow any such sum 
whion it is so resolved by a two thirds voto 
of the membors present at the meeting of 
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that bohalf; and sub-seo. 2 of tho same | 
clause provides that in case of rural school | 
sections, tho Trustees shall not borrow or 
lavy, or collect any rate for any sum of 
money for the purposca montioned in the 
proceding section, unleas tho proposal for | 
the samo has first beon submitted to and | 
approved of by the duly qualified School 
electors of tho sections, | 

The proposed changos in the last two 
sections are important, and that relating to | 
rural school sections will meet with general 
approval, There was no check heretoforo, 
except for the selection of a school site and 
the disposing of an old site, It is only 
reasonable that the taxpayers should be 
consulted as to any extra expenditure. 

To the provision as regards cities, towns 
and incorporated villages, however, we seo 
many objections, chief amongst which is 
the conflict of authority which is certain to 
result. Councils might vory easily, whilst 
extravagant themselves, make a show of 
economy by refusing to pasa requisitions of 
School Boards for the purposes specified, 
and so the interests of education would ne- 


cessarily suffer, The check upon the Pub- 
lic School Trustees is now asufliciently am” 
ple, they boing just as directly responsible 
to the people as are the Councillors ; whilst 
in the case of High School Trustees, they 
are appointees of the Council, and can be 
removed at the expiration of their term of 
office by voto of the Council in cases whore 
their conduct fails to give satisfaction. 
Thus the Act proposes to create an uncall- 
ed-for division of responsibility which is 
not really in the public interest, and the 
provision in question ought not to become 
law. 

Having thus carefully and candidly re- 
viewed the proposed measure, wo would 
further say that it would be much better 
were it not passed into law at the present 
time, Thore are many glaring dofects and 
omissions in the old Jaw, especially as appli- 
cable to Cities, Towns and Villages, which 
are not dealt with by the proposed meas- 
uré, and as constant tinkering with the laws 
is far from being desirable, would it not be 
better to submit the present Bill, together 
with the law as it now stands, to a Oom- 
mission composed of say one or more legal 
gentlemen and a certain number of those 
acquainted with the practical working of 
the law, and of teachers, with instructions 
to specify the imperfections which require 
amendment and the omissions that ought 
to be supplied? This course of procedure 
would result in the pointing out of such al- 
erations in the law as are now found to be 
desirable,which end it will take a long time 
to attain by hap-hazard tinkering from year 
to year, as has been the case for many 
yours past,

Corps should receive training in torpedo 
practice. He expresses the hope that ere 
Jong young men who pass successfully 
through the Royal Military College at 
Kingston will be offered commissions in 
the regular army. In conclusion he refers 
with pleasure to the gradual increase of 
military spirit in the different parts of the 
Dominion, and the catablishment of a 
varioty of militia corps. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

Tho most important paragraph of tho 
report is that which deals with the Pacific 
Railway, and it is ns follows :—‘*Tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway is projected to com- 
monce from a point at or near the south- 
eastern angle of Lake Nipissing. Con 
struction has commenced at the River 
Kaministiquia, Lake Superior, obout threo 
miles from its mouth. Ronning in a north- 
westerly direction the line passes to the 
north of Lac des Mille Laca, whence it pro- 
ceeds to the north of Lakes Wabigoon and 
Vermilion. ‘The line then passes to the 
River Winnipeg, which it crosses at Rat 
Portage, the point of discharge of the 
Lake of the Woods. honce the lino 
psoceeds to Selkirk on the Red River. 
Beyond this point coristruction has not yot 
commenced. Tho Pembina branch oxtends 
southward from\the main line at Selkirk to 
Emerson at the boundary line, where it 
connects with the St. Panl and St, Vincent 
railway in the Stato of Minnesota, 844 
miles. Tho works on the section betwoon 
Fort Wilham and English River,113 miloa, 
aro so far advanced that rails have been 
laid to the 102nd milo and the lino ballast- 
ed to the 60th mile: -December, 1878. Tho 
line between English River and Keewatin, 
185 milos, has beon re-examined and its lo 
cation amended, This work is now being 
placed under contract. From Keewatin to 
Cross Lake 1836 miles, This section is un- 
der construction. Half of the rock exca 
vation and a large quantity of earthwork 
han been executed. On the section from 
Cross Lake to Selkirk, 76 milos, the grad- 
ing and bridging are ‘comploted. At the 
eastern ond a heavy ombankmont romain 
unfinishod, It is anticipated that it will 
shortly bo completed. Tho rails have beon 
Inid for 75 milés.. A contract has been givon 
out for the engine rk. On 
tho Pembina branch 22 miles is completed, 
Solkirk to St. Boniface. On the 


tho rail are laid, but tho river crossings 
havo boon wffected by tomporary structures, 
ultimately to bo made permanent. In tho 
ensuing summer the line will bo ballasted.

INLAND REVENUE. 

The Report shows the reyenue for the 
year to be, $5,685,710—a decreaso as com- 
pared with the previous year of $143,444, 
or nearly 24 per cont. The decrease has 
been general over all branches of tho in- 
land revenue. The excise revenue shows 
a falling off of $52,600, the principal do- 
crease being in tobacco, the revenue from 
which in 1877 was $1,630,000 and in 1878 
$1,581,000, and in petroloum, which 
yielded $235,329 in 1876, and in conse- 
quence of the repeal of duty only $6,460 in 
1878. The quantity of spirite taken for 
consumption during the past fiscal year 
was greater by 65,033 gallons, or 12 2-10 
per cent, than the quantity taken in 1876,- 
7, which was, however, less than the 
quantity taken in either of the four provi- 
ous years. During the year 47 illicit) stills 
were seized, from which fact it may be aa- 
sumed that this traffic has been a serious 
loss to the revenue. The quantity of 
spirits exported was 164,360 proof gallons, 
an increase of 16,874 over tho average of 
tho four preceding years, Tho quantity of 
malt manufactured was more than the 
quantity’ manufactured in the previous 
yoar by 8,993,995 Ibs. while the \uantity 


taken for consumption was 2,843,964 
lbs. leas. ‘Tho figures show that 
there has been a stead: decline 


in the quantity of malt used during the 
past five years. The quantity exported 
was 7,573,000 lbs., in excess of the previous 
year. Of the quantity used 25,180,000 Lbs. 
wore used in the manufacture of malt liquor 
and 2,868,260 lbs. in distilling. Tho pro- 
duction of manufactured tobacco has beer 
7,940,192 )bs. or 1,031,418 lbs leas than in

Section 7 extends to County Councils 
which have free gravel roads under their 
jurisdiction, the power of passing By-laws 
to regulate the width of tires of vehicles 
kept for private use, and which shall be 
used for drawing loads weighing 2,000 Ibs. 
and over, 
The measure having been read a second 
time and referred to a Select Committeo, 
it is to be hoped that its useful provisions

The Ist section of Mr. Wills’ Bill pro- 
_poses to add to section 20 of the Municipal 
ny \- 3 (Cap.174,R.S.0,) four sub-sections pro 

viding that in case one hundred or more 
ratepayers of any city or town assessed to 
the extent of one-eighth or more of the 
whole assessed value, on or before the Ist 
of July in any year petition the Council to 
“submit to the votes of the qualified muni- 
cipal voters a By-law proposing to reduce 
the number of wards or the number of 

e Tepresentatives of each ward, the Council 

shall do.so without delay ; provided that 
the Counéil.in reducing tho wards shall pay 
due regard to the equality of the new wards, 
taking into account the population, assessed 
yaluo and natural boundaries. The yote to 

JD Weltaken viea voce in the'same manner as 
at the municipal elections in 1865, the By- 
law, if curried, to come into effect at the 
next municipal election thereafter. How 
uséful-such a provision would be in Belle- 
ville our readers well know, 

Section 2 proposes to deal with disquali- 
fications and to repeal section 74 of the said 
Act and to substitute the following :—No 
Judge of any Court of Civil Jurisdiction, 
no Gaoler, Turnkey, or keeper of a House 

_of Correction, no Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff, 

> Sheriff's Bailiff, Hign Bailiff, Division 
~ Ooart Bailiff, no License Inspector shall be 
qualified to be a member of any Municipal 
Corporation. No Police Magistrate, Chief 
Constable, or Police Cunstable of any City 
or Town, no Assessor, Asseasment Commis- 
sioner, Collector, Treasurer or Clerk of any 
Municipality, uo Inn-keepor or Saloon- 
keeper, or Shop-keeper licensed to sell 
spirituous liquors by retail, no person hav- 
ing, by himself or his partner, an interest 
in any contract with or on behalf of the 
Corporation shall be quaiified to be a mem- 
ber of the Council’ of the Municipal Cor- 
poration. These restrictions are also very 
desirable. 

The drd section is ono of great import- 
ance, and we give it entire, as follows :-—

In the Houso of Commons after prayer, 
a number of petitions were presented, and 
among them one by Mr. Rymal, from tho 
Fruit Growors’ Association of Ontario, 
requesting the Government in framing the 
National Policy to consider their claims 
for protection against American com- 
petition. 

A motion, moved by Mr. Coursol, ask- 
ing forareturn showing all appointments 
in the Montreal Custom House since 1877 ; 
also one by Mr. Ross, Middlesox, asking 
for the production of tonders, &c., for the 
House of Commons Hansard ; and a third 
by Mr. Bunater, calling for copies of let- 
tera of instruction for the remoyal of steel 
4raila from Nanaimo and Esquimalt to 
Fraser River, B. O, ; and a fourth by Mr. 
M. O. Camoron, asking for the names of all 
persons dismissed or remoyed from office, 
or who have been superannuated or resign: 
od, sinco October 10th, 1878, were passed. 

Mr. M. ©, Cameron moved a second mo- 
tion, asking for the names and residences 
of all persons appointed to office by the 
prosent Government ; and the motion was 
amended to cover the period from the 17th 
of September, 1877. 

Mr. Anglin moved in tho matter of the 
appointments made by him during the re- 
cuss. He contended, quoting 33 Geo, III. 
that the Spoaker was elected to fill his office 
during the Parliamentary term, and that 
the oflice and powers of the Speaker con- 
tinued till Parliament itself elected another 
person to fill the office, He was strongly 
of opinion that he had a full right to do as 
he cid. Mr, Anglin took the ground that 
in filling up vacancies in the Commons de- 
partment, he was exercising an undoubted 
right of the Speaker, and that in protesting 
against any interference from Sir John Mac- 
donald, he was asserting the rights of the 
Commons against the power of the Crown. 

Sir John agreed with Mr, Anglin that 
there was no question of politics in the 
matter, nor was the Orown disposed to en- 
croach on the power of the Speaker of the 
Commons, The question was one of law 
solely. There were no English precedents, 
as Mr, Anglin had said, because no such 
cases could arise, The English statute had 
no bearing on our case, In Canada there 
was really no Parliament and no Speaker 
after the termination of Parliament, and 
the Act of 1868 only gave the Speaker rights 
for the special purposes of the Act set out 
in the Act itself. The appointment of an 
accountant was the only power given the 
Speaker in the Act. It did not follow, it 
was absurd to claim that the power of dis- 
missal involved the power of appointment. 
The reyerse of that proposition was indeed 
true, but Mr. Anglin’s position was unten- 
able. Mr, Anglin’s acts were usurpations 
in every particular, Mr, Anglin was quite 
aware that he had ceased to be Speaker, 
and that the new Speaker would be respon- 
sible for the staff of the Commons to the 
new Parliament. It was quite unfair in 
Mr. Anglin to attempt to tie the handed 
the new Speaker. In fact, Sir John said,

Turspay, Fob, 18, 

Mr. Frasor introduced a Bill to amend the 
Railway Act of Ontario. 
tho bill provided that whuro Quostiona affect

Scientitic Butter-Making. 


‘The milk stands thirty-six hours before it is 
skimmed, and after that of the evening has 
been received, our superiatendent, like a good 
clerk, fills out her retorn for tho day. She 
has printed blanks which give the uames of 
the cows as they stand in the stable. Two 


columns are ruled for morning's and evening's 
milk, and the weight of milk given by each 
cow is recorded as we have said. The dis- 
position made of the whole quantity is then 
noted, and the dairy is charged with its pro- 
portion, when dednctions have been made for 
the house, the families of the men, and the 
calyea. Such a report is filed Jaily, and so 
complete isthe system that it takes only a 
few hours at the end of the year to tabulate a 
full statement of the 365 days, 

The cream is strained or filtered, by which 
athorough homogenousness is secured, and

and over full, having tramped down much 
more than they have eaten. 

Freep vor Cows,—A mixture of hay, bran 
and meal is au evonomical feed for milch cows 
‘The hay should be cut and moistened and the 
bran and meal sprinkled over it.

Lice ox Carriy.—The Practical Farmer 
says a good remedy for lice on cattle is water 
in which potatoos were boiled. For every 
one of your cattle take two quarts of water 
and cizht middle sizéd potatoes cut in half. 
If you.have ten cattle you must take eighty 
potatoes and twenty quarts of water. When 
the potatoes are soft take them out, Got a 
large sponge and wash the cattle freely, 
choosing a warm day. Comb thom with a 
eurrycomb, and you will be astonished to see 
tho effects of the potatoo water, 


Kissina Bantes—Everybody is expected to 
kiss the baby. Tho timid little girl who shrinks 
from the proffered osculation is ordered by her 
parents to kiss tho visitor. The visitor has a 
slight or severe sore throat.

Daily Intelligencer, 
i Departmental Documents. 


Tho following is i summary of Depart. 
mental documents which hava beaten 
sented to the Dominion Parliament :-— 

MARINE AND FISHERIES, 

The report of the Deputy Minister of 
Marino and Fisheries announces that three 
supplements will bo iasied to tho report— 
tho first being a list of lights in the Domin- 
ion on Dec. 81st ; the second on steamboat 
inspevtion, with list of steamers inspected 
in 1878, of engineors who have received 
certificates, and of masters and mates, of 
certificates, cancelled, statements of the 
wrecks and casualties, of rewards for bay- 
ing Jife, reports. of harbor commissions of 
Toronto, Montreal, Quebec, and Pictou, 
&c.; and the third the: fisheries reports, 
The expenditure for the year was $983,- 
645.59, while the appropriation was $1,001,- 
804. “The number of persons engaged in 
outside service was 1,708. The total num- 
ber of iight stations in the Dominion was 
427, and of lights shown 518 ; steam fog 
whistles and automatic fog horns 29 ; light 
keepers, &c., 499. The Ontario, Quebec, 
Now Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Ed. 
ward Island, and British Columbia, light- 
house, divisions are referred to. at some 
length, and several other departments of 
this branch of tho public service are simi- 
larly treated. 

The total number of vessels on the reg- 
ister/books of the Dominion was 7,469, 
measuring 1,333,015 tons register, the ton- 
nage being un insrease compared with 1877 
of 107 vesseld'and 22,547 tons. The num- 
ber of steamers was 834, with algross ton- 
nage of 183,935, and a net tonnage of 116,- 
620 tons, Assuming $30 per ton as the 
average value, the total will be $39,990,450 
Tho tonnage of the British Empire, in- 
cluding Canada aud the colonies, was in 
1878 as much as 7,860,702 tons. The 
United States comes next with 2,444,408, 
but this does not include the tonnage on 
tho inland waters, Norway is next with a 
tonnage of 1,413,503, followed by Germany 
with 1,087,606. From this statement it 
will be seen that Canada comes between

Norway and Germany,and stauds fourth on 
the list, The number of new vessels built 
in Canada during the year and registered 
was 339, measuring 100,873 tons, showing 
@ decrease’ compared with 1877 of 91 yes- 
sels, New Brunswick has 1,142 vessels, 
336, tons tonnage ; Nova Scotia 3,003, 
tonnage 553,368 ; Quebec 1,965, tonnage 
249,349 ; Ontario 959, tonnage 135,440 ; 
Prince Edward Island '$22, tonnage 54,250 + 
British Columbia 61,, tonnage 4,482 ; 
Manitoba 17, tonnage 1,161 ; total 7,469 : 
fonnagegd 385,015, The Commissioner of 
Fisheries states in his report that the pro- 
ducts of the fisheries in 1877 were valued 
at $12,029,957, and in 1878 at $13,373,- 
486, being an increase of noarly one and a 


half million of dollars, This was principally 
i LaddLipinalsecd cae eae 
was $6,929,366, against $5,874,360 in 1877, 
being an increase of $1,055,006. The value 
of fish imported into the Dominion and en- 
tered for domestic consumption was $1,- 
$00,468, against $1,360,350 in 1877, or a 
decrease of $66,882. The total expenditure 
for the fiscal year of 1878 was $9,538,781, 
and $4,873,057 for the subsequent half- 
year. Tho collections during tho fiscal 
year were $14,113,110. Fishery Jicenses to 
the number of 4,757 were issued, and 624 
officera/are employed in the outside service. 
The total expenditure for fish culture 
amounts to $20,088,80. Under the head- 
ing of fish culture, much interesting and 
valuable information is given. The whole 
number of young fish distributed in the 
apring of 1878 was 27,754,000, and of this 
number 21,900,000 were white fish. In 
the autumn of the same year 26,951,000 
vivified ‘eggs were deposited in the several 
fish-breeding establishments of the Domin- 
ion. 
ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 
A report on the adulteration of food has 
been laid on the table. The Commissioner 
of Inland Reyenue, in the reports, says that 
during the past year an analysis was made 
of samples in the following productions :— 
Allspice, baking powder, bread, butter, 
canned fruits, cassier, cloyes, cinnamon, 
chocolate, cocoa, ood liver oil, coflee, cream 
of tartar, egg powder, ginger, malt liquor, 
milk, mustard, pepper, potted meats, pre- 
served vegetables, sugars, sweets, and tea. 
Of 813 samples analyzed, 523 were unadul- 
terated, 271 adulterated, and 19 doubtful, 
Forty-eight samples of cotfeo were analyzed, 
and 36 of the number were adulterated. 
Out of 178 samples of milk, 70 were adul- 
terated ; 38 samples of mustard wero anal- 
yzed and the whole declared adulterated, 
and of pepper 28 out of 40 samples were 
adulterated. The report proceeds to state 
that without including sugar, in which glu- 
cos was found, or chocolate or cocoa, both 
of which are Jargely composed of farinaceous 
and saccharine matter, exactly one-third of 
the samplea were adulterated, In regard to 
the question as to whether the presence of 
gluccone in pugar is proof of adulteration, 
the Commissioner says if there isany doubt 
as to whether the addition of gluecose is 
an adulteration within the strict moaning 
of tho law it may be necessary to consider 
the expediency of asking Parliament to 
amend the Act ; but however that may be, 
the public have now the opportunity of 
ascertaining whether the sugar they pur- 
chase is adulterated or not. The presence 
of gluecose in small quazititios is sometimes 
an unintentional incideat in tho ng ec 
of sugar, but its presence in Jarge pro- 
targets mab "hardly i other than inten- 
tional, and it may bo necessary to fix a le- 
gal limit, above which its presence should 
bo held to be fraudulent, While only nine 
adulterated samples of tea out of fifty-three 
were found, yot this is not proof of little 
adulteration, inasmuch asthe adulteration 
wore of a vory bad description, and in one 
samplo the analyst says bo did not find any 
gonuino tea. During tho past yoar thoro 
have been thrve prosecutions for offences 
against tho Adiiyssatiqn ce Food Acts ing 
ing sles, and ono for s#elin, 
i eecy eat 46 the Toronto parse 
i eight samples wero analyzed, and 
ae wee half of tho number wore ndul- 
torated.

Western Dairymen’s Association. 


‘ Incrnsout, Feb, 19. 

The annual meeting of the Dairymen's 
Association of Western Ontario opened this 
afternoon in the Town Hall, Ingersoll, 
For the opening day the attendance was 
more than usually large, 

Mr. Benjamin Hopkins, Brownavillo, 
Prosident, called the moécting to order at 
two o'clock, 

Amongst thoso present were Mr. H. 
Ashley and Prof. Bell, of Belleville, 

The meoting opened by the appointment 
of some Committecs on ‘the order of busi- 
ness, and for other matters, 

Prof. Bets thon read a paper on butter 
making and the butter trade. The dairy 
interests had suffered Jess than almost any 
other industry during the prevailing dopres- 
sion, but in order that Canadians might bo 
Prepared to take advantage of the return of 
prosperity, they must do their utmost to 
maintain, and if possible improve the qual- 
ity of their products. Tho sacrifice of qual- 
ity to quantity was doveloped to a large ex- 
tentin proprietary factories aswell as among 
dairy producers generally, Financially it 
was preferable to make say one hundred 
pounds of cheese ont of onethousand pounds 
of milk, than to make the same aniodnt of 
milk produce one hundred and eleyen lbs. 
of cheese. The increased Price in the su- 
perior article far more than compensated 
for the eleven extra pounds of the poor ar- 
ticle, Again, the inferior cheese sooner 
entered into a stage of decomposition, and 
merchants generally eagerly searched for 
first-class goods, and could scarcely be 
induced to touch the inferior grades at 
any price. There was yet another and 
highly important advantage in securing 
a guod quality of cheese, and that was, 
that it sustained and tended to elevate Can- 
ada as a cheese producing country. The 
speaker read extracts from which he show- 
ed that it was the quality of Canadian 
cheese that the English producers were 
most afraid of. It wastherefore the wis- 
est policy of Canadians to use the utmost 
circumspection to prevent any. deteriorisin 
in the quulity, or any impairment in the 
reputation of this national product, and he 
would urge at the same time the advisabil- 
ity of placing distinctive and patent marks 
on every individual cheese to ensure its 
identitication as Canadian, After quoting 
figures to show the growth and extent of 
the cheese trade, he expressed it as his 
opinion that the production of cheese for 
the English market had reached the utmost 
Jimit to which it could be- carried with

safety, ahd that it would be much better 
for farmers to abstain from cheese making 
and turn their attention to the manu- 
facture of butter on the some 
operative principle which’ had proved so 
successful in the sister product. The great 
merit of a factory system of butter toaking 
would be, that while it was sure to attain 
at least a respectable degree’ of excellence, 
it imparted to the products a uniformity 
attainable under no other system, and uni- 
formity more than any other property went 
to the foundation of a national reputation. 
Some hints and suggestions were then made 
with respect to fhe processes. of butter 
ed its “safe. and prolitable limit, and’ the’ 
fertility of the soil having become impaired 
by constant cropping, so that Canada could 
no longer compete in cereals with the fertile 
West, it was the butter making and the 
nieat trade that the farmers of Ontario 
would have torely upon for the continuance 
of their prosperity. As it had been found 
to be of no use to send inferior cheese to 
the English market, so the same remark 
was doubly truo with regard to butter. 
Cheese had only its own kind to com- 
pete with, while the inferior grades of 
batter found no mean competitor in 
oleomargarine, which was~ fast finding 
its way to the tables of the poorer people 
of Great Britain. If butter factories were 
established theskim milk and buttermilk 
could be used for raising calves to be after- 
wards fed to cattle for the increasing ox- 
ort trade, By the agency of these estab- 
ishments not only woulda considerable 
large quantity of butter be made, but much 
would be saved which is lost on account of 
the poor quality now made by tho farmers. 
Millions of dollars, said an eminent butter 
expert, were lost to the farmers of Oanada 
by makiug bad butter. Figures were then 
quoted to show that there had been an 
estimAted increase of 6-09 per cent. in the 
money value of cheésé exported in 1869 
over that exported in 1877. The corres- 
ponding increase in butter had been only 
3.3 per cent. ‘The total value of cheeso 
exported forthe years ending 1877 was 
$21,838,619, and of butter $24,957,571, 
showing a balance of over three millions, 
or about 16 percent. in favor of butter 
over cheese, From these atatements it was 
evident that butter was even now of equal 
importance with to moro popular sister 
product, and he held that the manufacture 
was capable of much greater extension 
under judicious management. Tho trade 
in butter) in fact, might be increased to an 
almost indefinite extent, provided only it 
be first-class, as butyrino could not com~ 
poto with the highor qualities, The 
spoaker in conclusion hoped to see in a fow 
years butter factories as many and as suic- 
cossful as there wore now cheese’ factories.

The Eng- 
lish bands all played American airs out o' 
compliment to the General and the review 
was given in his honor, Lord Napier was 
oxcoedingly pleased with tho troops, -and 
said to General Grant he supposed they 
were on their best behavior, as he had 
never seen them do so well.

A New Maxvuracronr.—The manufac- 
ture of canned cod fish balls is comparativo 
ly a now enterprise. A Boston firm began 
the business about ninemonths ago,and has 
succeeded. For soveral years thoy tried to 
discover a method by which minced fish or 
fish-balls, could be canned so as to retain 
their freshness and the peculiar flavor so 
agreeable to a New-Englander’s palate: 
They finally succeeded in producing an ar- 
ticle composed of Vermont and Now York 
butter, the best fish, and Nova Scotia po- 
tatoos, which would go round the world 
and retain all its original virtues. Tho 
tish-balls are packed solid in tin cans and 
hermetically sealed, after which, put up in 
cases of ton dozens each, they are ready 
for market, In the last four months, 25,000 
bushels of potatoes and several hundred 
quintals of fish have been used. A caso of 
the goods exhibited at Paris gained a prizo, 


They aro shipped to all the leading citios 
in the West; have also gone to South 
America, Great Britain, France and lately 
orders have been received from Turkey, 
Egypt, India and China.

SAFETY OF THE BRITISH. 


The latest news from Cape Town does 
not at all diminish the anxiety with which 
those in high military circles regarded the 
situation. The persistent and bold attacks 
of the Zulus, although repulsed, are be- 
lieved to~have again seriously weakened 
tho British forces, and thero is an alarming 
rumor to the effect that the supply of am- 
muniation is running low. The Zulu King 
is understood to have sent commands 
throughout the whole of his dominion sum- 
moning his entire arm-bearing people for a 
combined attack upon the British,and that 
he has been strengthened also by the ar- 
rival of allies from distant tribes. The 
English profess confidence in their ability 
to repulse this attack, but great anxiety is

The following billa were read a recond 
time, and ordered for a third reading to- 
morrow :

Bill respecting the Water Works of the 
City of Ottawa. 

Tho debate on the point of order which 
was raised yesterday was resumed, and de- 
cided in fayor of Mr, Bell. 

After several measures had been advanced 
a stage, the House resumed into committee 
on Supply, and tho discussion of the Esti- 
mates was proceeded with, 

On the item for the Central Prison, 

Mr, Merepire drew attention to the 
large salary paid-the Superintendent of the 
Tndustries--82,000 per year. He wanced 
to know what duties that officer was ex- 
pected to perform. 

Mr. Woop said that the Superintendent 
had to purchase material, sell the manu- 
factured goods, consisting of brooms, mat- 
ting, etc.; and he did not think the salary 
was too large, 

Mr. Merepira contended that this officer 
was paid entirely too much, especially as he 
had an accountant at a salary of $1,600 to 
assist him. ‘ 

Mr. Wurtz said surely something must 
be wrong in the management of the Cen- 
tral Prison when the expenses swallowed 
up all the receipts. (Hear, ») He 
said the reformatory of Detroit was work- 
ed at a large’protit ; and he saw no season 
why the same should not be the result of 
the management of the Central Prison at 
Toronto. 

Mr. Ber wished the Treasurer to state 
what had been the ‘result of the advertise- 
ment issued by the Governinent offering to 
sell the labor of the convicts. 

Mr. Woop replied that one offer had 
been received from a party who wished to 
have some common furnituremapufactured, 
but as the Government had considered that 
this proposition would come in competition 
with free labor it had been decided not to 
accept the tender. It was the intention to 
keep the convicts working at matting, for 
which the Government would have the 
whole Dominion for a market, 

The next item of $30,035 14 for the Pro- 
vincial Reformatory, Penetanguishene, was 
passed after a few explanations, and the 
Committee rose. 


The House adjourned at 10.45. 


The $10,000 Suit against the Hon. 
J. L. Beaudry. 


The declaration of the plaintiff in the 
acton of Dayid-Grant against Hon J. L. 
Beaudry for $10,000 damages for false ar- 
rest, is a most exhaustive affair, occupying 
nineteen sheets of foolscap, 


It has been asked if the suitis against 
Mr. Beaudry as Mayor or against him per- 
sonally, and notwithstanding the Mayor's 
assertion to the contrary in the City Coun- 
cil on Monday last, that ho was being sued 
as Mayor, tho declaration simply alludes to 
him as ‘‘gentleman, and one of Her Majes- 
ty’s Justices of the Peace.” The declara- 
tion refers:firstto the Orange Order as 
“formed by persons desirous of supporting 
to the utmost of their power the principles 
and practice of the Christian religion, to 
maintain the lawa and constitution of the 
country, afford assistance to the distressed 
members of the Order, and otherwise to 
promote such latidable and benevolent pur- 
poses as may tend to the due ordering of 
religion and Ohristain charity, and the 
supremacy Of tho law, order, and constitu- 
tional freedom.” 


The declaration then refers to other or-

Quebec haye existed for more than one 
hundred years, having for their objects to 
spread disaffection aud hatred toward tho 
dynasty or family reigning on tho throne 
of the United Kingdom,” &. The Orange 
Order, it continues, has never disturbed 
private or public peace, but has profeased 
to stand at all hazards against any entor- 
prise inimical to the dignity of the Crown 
of England. Tho general facta relating to 
tho 12th of July troubles are then referred 
to at length with more particular referenco 
to the circumstances leading to the arrest 
of the plaintiff, who was County Master in 
the Orange Order, his furnishing bail and 
his trial, which resulted in his acquittal. 

The plaintiff claims that by the action of 
the defondant he was, sinco the inception 
of the illegal proceedings on tho 12th July 
last up to his final diachago on October 18th, 
unable to devote any time to busineas and 
was doprived of all profits or advantagos 
resulting from his ordinary occupations dur- 
ing that poriod, and that on this account 
he suffered damages to the amount of at 
loast $10,000.— Witness,

Bervix, Feb, 22.—Considerable alarm is 
felt at statements in cast Prussian papers that 
recruits from south Astrachan are being plac- 
ed on the Russo-German frontier, 

New Yors, Feb. 22.—A private letter 

from St. Petersburg cn Jan. 27th says that 
the epidemic is a most fearful disease, it has 
spread in the southern Provinces at a rapid 
rate. Thousands upon thousands have died in 
tho last five days; the victims live only about 
two hours and turn black as a negro ; all the 
physicians died within 24 hours after their 
arrival. (The corpses are all burned,also houses 
in which people die, Whole towns were laid 
waste during the past few days. The Gov- 
ernment placed a cordon of soldiers around 
the infected provinces and any who attempt 
to break through are shot dead, The Govern- 
ment does not allow news to get out. The 
worst ofall isthat nobody can get out of 
the ompire. The Austrian and German 
Governments have placed a double cordon of 
soldiers along all the frontiers, All persons 
from Russia by railway arc stopped at the 
frontier and detained twenty days in quaran- 
tine, baggage and clothing ‘lisinfected, and if 
they prove all right they aro pormitted to 
cross, 
During the twenty days quarantine people 
are housed in large sheds and barns without 
any accommodations, It is much worse than 
the yellow fever was in the South last summer- 
It was brought on by a Tarter soldior a month 
ago, who on leaving Turkish territory pulled 
off from a dead Tark on tho battle field a 
handsome silk shawl,which ho tied around his 
body, and on arriving in his native town ho 
presented the shawl to his swectheart, sho 
tied it around her body and danced about for 
joy in a room in which were twenty-five peo. 
ple, In two hours she died, and in five hours 
the whole twenty-five died. In three days 
the whole town, containing 1,100 peoplo died, 
with the exception of forty-three porsons, who 
fled. From this town the pest commenced 
spreading.

In tho House of Commons after routine 
business, tho Promior prosented the report 
of the Seloct Committesto strike the Stand- 
ing Committees,and that portion of it relat- 
ing to the Committeo on Standing Orders 
was adopted.

Mr. Dawson, in support of his motion 
asking that the report of the arbitrators 
appointed to enquire into the matter of tho 
boundaries of Ontario and the unorganized 
territories be brought down, took excep- 
tion to the decision of the Ontario, Bound- 
ary Arbitrators on the westerly boundary 
of the Province, and he favored the pro- 
position of creating a new Province out of 
the District of Algoma and the territory 
between Manitoba and the new westerly 
frontier of Ontario, 


Mr. Macpouaaxt (Halton) took excep- 
tion to a portion of the preceding speaker's 
remarks, and argued that the arbitrators 
had not a basis for their decision’in regard 
to the westerly boundary of Ontario. 


Mr. D. Mruzs oxpressed the opinion that 
there was a stronger case in favor of the 
arbitratora’ decision than there would ap- 
pear tobe from the preceding members’ 
remarks, The motion was carried. 

A return of tenders received for the) 
creation of a breakwater at Jordan Bay, 
Shelburne, N. B., was at the request of 
Mr. Robertson, ordered to be brought 
down. 

Returns of receipts generally during the 
twenty days, from Ist to 20th inst., of im- 
ports and exports during the six months 
ending January 1st, 1879, and the receipts 
of expenditures during the seyen months 
ending on February 1st, were moved for 
by Mr. Cartwright. 

Mr, Lanpry moved fora statement re- 
specting the engineers and employees en- 
gaged in the preliminary works with a view 
of deepening the basin of Montmagny. 

After a brief discussion Mr Charlton’s 
motion praying for the enforcement of 
quarantine and sanitary regulations in view 
of the existencwofthe plague in Russia 
was withdrawn atthe request of the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, on its being understood 
that rigid quarantine regulations would be 
enforced. 

Mr. Fiser moved for copies of instruct- 
ions given to Collingwood Schriber on the 
subject of enquiries made, or to be made, 
by him against certain persons employed on 
the northern section of the Intercolonial 
Railway, and Mr, DeCosmos for copy of 
any Order in Council locating the line of 
the Uanada Pacitic Railway. Both motions 
were adoptedy 

Hon Mr, Boiwert moved for a select com- 
mittee to supervise the official debates of 
the House during the present session. He 
made the motion in accordance with the 
practice hitherto fyllowed in the House in 
reference to the report of debates and the 
supervision of these reports by a special 
conimittee of the House. As explained in 
the House by the First Minister when the 
address was under consideration, the Gov 
ernment, hoping that the principle of official 
reporting would be approved by the Hovso, 
took the responsibility of advertising for 
tenders, and gave the contract for that work 
to the gentleman, who is subject tothe ap- 
proval of Parliament, The contract, to- 
gether with the tenders which had been 
moved for, would’be laid before the House 
atthe earliest possible moment. In the 
meantime it was'thought better that this 
committee shculd be appointed at once, in 
order to organize and begin the supervision 
of the veporting and publication of the de- 
bates and proceedings of the House. Tho 
tenders advertised for were to include the 
reporting, prifting aid binding, and he 
thought when tho papers werd laid before 
the House, it would Bo seen that tho tender 
accepted was the~best’ and cheapest, all 
things being considered. ‘The report of the 
debates of the lastsession and inconnection 
with it cost upwards of $18,000, The ap- 
Prepeso voted by the last Parliament 
or the same purpose this yoar wan $15,000. 
By the contract entered into this sesssion, 
the volume was restricted to 1500 pages, 
and the expense would amount to a little 
over $11,000, being $3,000 or $4,000 leas 
than the sum Voted by Parliament for that 
purpose, and $7,000 less than the sum oex- 
pended last yoar, 

Mr. Mivis thought the Hon. geutloman 
ought not to press the motion at the pro- 
sent time, because it was anticipating the 
action of the House in the matter of the 
contract. It would be only right and pro- 
per that the House should tirst seo the 
tonders and the contract beforo a Oommit- 
toe was apcinted for the purpose indicated. 
Otherwise they would be revorsing the 
natural order uf things. 

Hon. Mx. Bowert said this course had 
alroady suggested itself to his mind, but he 
had thought it just as well to have the 
cemmittee at once, seeing that an appro- 
priasion for the reports had been made by 

Parliament ; however, ho had no objection 
that matters should stand in the reantire, 
and would endeavor®'to soe that tho con. 
tract and tenders were laid on tho table 
to-morrow.

The appointments made by Mr. Anglin, 
Speaker of the House of Commons in tho 
Parliament which was dissolved last year, 

. after the election of the present Parlia- 
mont, but which wore subsequently cancel- 
led, formed the subject of discussion in the 
House of Commons afew days ago. Tho 
St. John Da.ly News, a Roformnowspaper, 
puts the case plainly and practically when 
it says :—" To us the particiilar matter 
under discussion presents itself under four 
aspects, involving as many separate en- 

~ quiries. In the first place, was Mr. Anglin 
under any sort of obligation to make the 
Appointments? Itis not so contended. So 
we may conclude that inany case he was 
free to leave them unmade, In the second 
place, supposing he had the right to make 
the appointments, was it judicious in him 
to exercise that right under the circum- 
stances? That is doubtful, we think. Had 
the Mackenzie Government been decisive-

It is quite evident that this attempt of 
Mr. Anglin to exercise the functions of the 
offico which he no longer held, and to which, 
in any case, ho could hold no more than a 
technical show of right, was done with the 
unworthy object of seeking to embarrass 
the Governmeut and to manufacture a little 
Political capital for himself and his party, 
However, the prompt action of tho Premier 
in cancelling Mr. Anglin’s objectionable ap- 
pointments was a fitting snub to that obtru- 
sive gentloman, whilst the discussion which 
took place in the House, when the most 
competent authorities agreed with the view 
taken by Sir John A. Macdonald, must be 
additionally galling to the disappointed 
disturber from Now Brunswick. Doubtless 
Mr, Anglin will rofer to the matter again, 
but wo vonturo to anticipate for him a

Insolvent Dxemptions. 


The Monetary Times ssys considerable 
interoat was takon in tho order mado by 
His Honor the Judge of the County Court 
of Middlesox somo weoks ago on an Bp- 
plication by an assigneo to compel tho in- 
solvent to deliver up as part of his as- 
nota a valuable gold watch, which he car- 
ried on his person. In that casowit ap- 
peared that the assots wore very small in 
comparison with the liabilities, that the 
timo-picco in question was worth about 
$150, and that it had boon purchased but 
a comparatively short time before tho in- 
solvency. Under thes cirotmatances the 
Judgo ordered it to bo delivered up to 
tho assignee as part of the assots, holding 
that itewas not an articlo of necessary or 
ordinary wearing apparel within tho ox- 
emptions allowed by the Act to be re- 
tained by insolvents for thoir personal 
use, 

Since then a somewhat similar applica- 
tion has beon made to His Honor the Judge 
of the County Court of York with a differ- 
ent result, In tho latter caso the watch 
and chain in question appeared to have 
been worth only about $20, and were pur. 
chased a number of ‘years ago, and have 
ever since been carried by the insolvent. 
Tho learned Judge held that under the cir. 
cumstances shown, the watch and chain 
wore, if not necessary, at least ordinary ar- 
ticlos of wearing apparel for a man in the 
insolvent’s position in life, and henco came 
within the exemptions referred to in the 
Act. - 

There is so much difference in the facts 
of those two cases that the decisions can 
scarcely be said to be conflicting. -

marketable. Tho process never failod, and 
this ono point alone would render its adoption 
expedient. It also increased the flayor of tho 
chooad to a vory considerable extent, and ren- 
dered it yery digestible. Cheese made on 
agid plan was on thoiilier hand very indig: 
ible, whoreas that made on the cheddar prin- 
ciple could be eaten by the most delicate por- 
sons with impunity. It wasa mistasen idea 
to supposo that an acid whey waS necessary 
in mokiog cheese. Reanot alone was neces- 
sary, and the whoy ehould be drawn off as 
soon as possible. F

The annual’ con- 
sumption of cheese in that country was esti- 
mated at 404,000,000 pounds, while the 
amount produced was 312,000,000 pounds, 
leaving about 192,000,000 pounds to be sup- 
lied trom foreign markets, It was plain 
rom this that the Americans could not go on 
increasing their exports to Kngland indefinite- 
hye and at the same time preserve high prices. 
‘he English consumption of cheese was about 
15 pounds per tapita, while in America the 
amount was considerably less. ‘This circum- 
stance was owing to the fact that an ioferior 
quality of cheese was offered for home con- 
sumption, while the finest grades were ex- 
ported, The timo has come when manufac- 
turers must take more pains in supplying a 
‘ood article to home consumers, and if thoy 
id this, they would perhaps look with less 
interest at the quotations of the foreign mark- 
ets, ‘The home consumption of butter was so 
great that there had been little exported,and 
what had been exported was of an inferior 
grade, He was sure that Canada and the 
United States could produce butter surpassed 
by nonein the world, Frst-class butter would 
always find a market. The consumption of 
butter in England was 245,000,000 pounds 
per year, drawn from France, Sweden, Den- 
mark, and other countries on the Continent 
‘The best butter imported to England from 
the Continent was higher relatively than the 
best cheese imported from America. There 
were other markets for American butter be- 
sides England, and that wos the Sou'h Amer- 
ican States, where the prise was sometimes 
a3 much aaa dollar a pound, but it had 
exported in tins and with great care, Den- 
mark had tried-to- gain this trade, but the 
market naturally Ralooged to North America, 
tince inferior articles could not be sold in 
foreign markets, it was to the best interest of 
manufacturers to make nething but the best 
quality, What told most against manufac- 
turers was their continuing to force bad arti- 
cles upon home consumers. If they would 
supply the home market with first-class pro- 
ducts, the trade would be wonderfuily in- 
creased, in fact the whole of our exported 
roducts could be consumed at homo, if only 
it were of the proper quality, He would urge 
the making of any kind of cheese for which 
thero was a doma d, and he thought that as 
the American cheese mae on the acid pro- 
cess had a fair reputation abroad, they should 
continue to make this quality until there was 
a demand for that made by there was a de+ 
mand for that made by the sweet curds or 
apy other process. He concluded by describ. 
ing the more-recent d.velopments of the 
eheddar process as carried out by Mr, Hard- 
ing. 

Mr, Ballantyne, M. P. P., did not agren 
with the previous speaker that the English 
People, or in fact any people preferred anid- 
made cheese. ‘The cheddar was the one which 
made cheese .of the best quality, and which 
always commanded the highest price. The 
first consideration in connection with cheese- 
making was that pure milk should be obtain- 
ed, because if the milk was impure, by no pro- 
cess could a good article be produced. 

Mr. Losseo said he had made cheese this 
year by drawing off the whey while it was 
quite sweet, and this process had prove. suc- 
cessful, and he thought he could make it even 
More successful poxt year. Hoe approved of 
the cheddar principle. 


Mr. Ballantyne, in answer to a question, 
said that at his factory the whey was drawn 
when it was just turning acid. Tho whole 
process of cheese-making depended on the 
amcunt of rennet and salt put in and atten- 
tion to the degree of acidity, but es ly in 
the manner in which the workmen conducted 
their operations, He would again i son 
the meeting tho groat advantage to be derived 
by following the cheddar process in choese 
making: 

Mr. Willard explained that there was noth- 
ing at all in his address recommending tho 
manufacturo of acid cheese, He simply 
meant to state that he recommended the mak- 
ing of cheese by what was called the acid pro- 
cess. He was sure that tho quality of Amori- 
can cheese had been greatly improved since 
the introduction of the cheddar process, 

Mr. Arnold spoke strongly against the pro- 
cess of making the chocse acid by holding tho 
curd for some timé in the sour whey, Tho 
curd shovld be ripened in the vat after tho 
whey was drawn. In making cheeso there 
Me requisite the development of no acid at 
all. 

Mr. Willard did not agree with this last 
statemont. Ho held that an acid development: 
Was ® necessary principle in making cheoso, 

Mr. Morton being asked to give his opinion, 
said that at hia factory the ane was drawn 
off on the first indication of acidity, Hoe ad- 
vovated tho principle of drawing milk only 
once a day.

In another column will be found a 
Tengthy communication on tho subject of 
Mr. Wood'scandidature in North Hastings. 
‘Woe willingly give space to tho letter in 
question, bocause we have every confidence 
in the gentleman from whom it emanates, 
knowing as we do that there is no induce- 
ment strong enough to lead him to do any- 
thing which would have a tendency to de- 
feat the Conservative party in North 
Hastings. 

At the same time, we cannot overlook 
the fact that, both before Confederation 
took placo and since, Conventions of the 
Conservative party in that Riding have been 
hold previous to each election, to decide 
upon the claims of the gentlemen who 
sought to represent the party as its candi- 


date. Why should this wholesome 
precedent be ignored now? We 
can sew no reason why it should. 


Mr. Wood had always boen an active mover 
in these matters and a loading spirit in the 
Conventions until the last Dominion elect- 
ion, when, although openly declaring his 
support of tho party, he did not take that 
active part in supporting its nominee which 
he had formerly done. This was, we be- 
lieve, owingto other than party reasons, 
thereforo he did not disapprove of the 
action of his party. Why should the old 
and well-tried system of uniting the party 
bo set aside, when, as is undoubtedly the 
case at present, there are more than one 
aspirant for the party candidacy. If there 
were to be no Ministerial candidate, then 
it would he open for Conservatives to select 
from such of those who placed themselves be- 
fore the people ; but even then there should 
be no misunderstanding as to the course 
which any of the candidates would pursue, if 
elected. The Ontario Government have 
beon in power for eight years, so that it 
would be the veriest nonsense for a candi- 
date to say that he had not made up his 
mind as to whether he has confidence in 
them or not, If we are to have a contest 
between Conservatives, let it be understood 
that no matter which of the candidates is 
“elected ho will vote non-confidence in the 
present (Government, which has certainly” 
failed to/secure the confidence of any true 
Conservative. The experience gained in 
other constituencies is not such as to 
warrant Uonservatives in supporting candi- 
dates whose views were not clearly ex- 
pressed. 

Dr. Boulter, the present representative 
of the constituency, has always been 
straightforward and manly in this partic- 
ular, and has alyays been a straightforward 

_and reliable party man. True, this does 
not*necessarily give him a life lease of 
the position, but it is for the party, as a

find fault with Mr. Ay F, Wood for coming 
out asa candidate, and as I am onof those 
who urged him to come out, though not used 
to newspaper writing and only a farmer, I 
feel bound to defend his position, for I feel it 
is aright one, Mr, Wood has been not only, 
as you say, identified withthe Conservative 
party for a great many years, but he has been 
one of tho leaders, and a vory active ono as 
you know at that, and there aro hundreds in 
North Hastings who feel under doop obliga- 
tions to him for it, And it was because of 
this, and because we believe him well quali- 
fied, that we urged him to run; and further, 
we think, many of us, a chango is desirable 
in our members for the Local Parliamont,— 
and this intention was not conceived a 
fow days ago. but a year or two ago.

him by it was a direct insult, Mr, John R, 
Ketchson is a life long Conservative and a 
reliable man, and was chosen unanimously a 
the President, and ho states he was never 
consulted nor asked for an opinion abanbt 
He refuses to acknowledge it as a ‘‘properly 
chosen” one, and so do I and so do hundreds 
of others.

I 
am informed that thirteen were chosen and 
more than half of those appointed have stated 
alroady that they will have nothing to dowith 
the bogus affair. I have learned also that a 
small meeting in Huntingdon, about twenty, 
chose eleven delegates and that Rawdon has 
chosen thirty-five. Now, Mr. Editor, I have 
been a Conservative all my life, worked for 
the party at every clection and never asked a 
favor from them, but I protest against this 
proposed convention, and if Mr. Wood allows 
his name to be brought forward in it,-I will 
not support him even if he should get the 
nomination.

Sr..Pavct, Minn, Feb. 3.— Prosperity 
bas come to thereat West, Railroad | 
building has commenced again. Over 12,- 
000 miles of new railroads are projected and 
will be built in the great West next sum- 
mer. The trains are even now ranning 
600 miles west and north of St. Paul to 
Winnipeg, tho Capital of Manitoba. 
_ Anew country, draining all its wealth 
int» the United States, is being settled up- 
on in the Northwest—or really in the very 
centre—of the continent of North America. 
This vast new country is called the Red 
River Valloy and Manitoba. In this coun- 
try, comprising about 60,000,000 acres of 
wheat land, is Lake Winnipeg, 300 ‘miles 
long ; the Saskatchewan River, navigable 
for steamboats for 1.200 miles ; the famous 
Red River, navigable for 600 miles, and 
City of Winnipeg, 7,000 people. 

This new wheat field is really from 75 to 
150 miles wide, and 800 miles long. It 
extends from Glyndon, on the North Paci- 
fic, down the Red River to Winnipeg and 
onto the north end of Lake Winnipeg. 
The entire yalley around Lake Winnipeg, 
and along the Red, Saskatchewan and Aa- 
siniboine Rivers, is found to be an alluvial 
wheat-field.

Another electoral battle has beon fought 
in East Hastings, and victory rests once 
Goel with the Conservative party. This 
» result is»precisely in accordance with our 
anticipation, as is also the fact that Mr, 
White received the greatest majority which 
has ever. been cast for him in the Riding, 
namely 74, 
Itis worthy of note that the vote was 
considerably the largest ever recorded in 
the constituency, which is evidence of the

EAST HASTINGS ELECTION. 


A GREAT CONSERVATIVE 
TRIUMPH. 


MR. WHITE RETURNED BY 74 
MAJORITY. 


Celebrating the Victory in 
Belleville. 


Although but littlo stir was created in 
the city yesterday in connection with the 
election for the Commons which was taking 
place in the East Riding, yot tho public 
interest was yery great, Mr, White being 
highly popular in Belleville, During the 
day, a few vehicles engaged in transport- 
ing votera to and from the polls wore to be 
seen about the streets, but as there were 
no placards used, a stranger would not 
have been aware that an election was in 
progress in a closely adjoining constituoncy 
Towards 6 o'clock large numbers of 
people began to gather in tho vicinity of 
the Montreal Telegraph Company's office. 
Their patience was not put to a severe 
test, for the returns were furnished with the 
most commendable prompitude. The first 
place heard from was Mill Point, which, 
giving a majority of but 1 for Farloy against 
76 for Mr, Aylaworth in September last, 
rondored the eraturn of Mr. Whita cartain. 
Shannonville, Thomasburg. Tweed and 
Marysville were quickly hoard from, and 
highly favorable returns continued to be 
received from all quarters, until the ma- 
jority for Mr. White amounted to 213, 
with only four places, all of which were 
known to be unfavorable, to hear from. 
Shortly before 10 o'clock the last return 
was recéiyed, when it was found that the 
majority for Mr, White was 74. Tho 
returns are as under the number of votes 
cast at Hanley's School House alone be- 
ing lacking, although the majority is cor- 
rect ; 


‘tive tariff. It had been said by Grit 
‘journals and orators that the present

’ This being the manner in which the East 
Hastings “Tories” shirked reference to 
the ‘N. P.,” let us see how the champions 
of free teade upheld their dearly beloved 
theory. 

Mr, Farley, the candidate, was as mute 
as a mouse on this subject, as on any other 
political topic, simply saying that ‘i 
** elected he did not intend opposing tl 
+“ present Government, but would support 
“them where they did right.” 

Mr. Clute was the only one of the Grit 
speakers who had the manliness to endeavor 
to uphold the position which his party has 
takenin the matter, Mr. Bleecker, who 
followed him, fighting shy of the subject 
and evidencing his profound knowledge of 
the matter by saying :—‘‘He believed Sir 
“John A. Macdonald had learned a lesson 
“in the past, so that his new measures 
““might be better than his measures in the 
** past and the policy of the present Gov- 
“ernment when bronght down might be 
“one that he would support himself. A” 
** voice (‘You've licked the blarney stone.’) 
“He anid that Parliament should havo 
“been called together sooner and he would 
** say boldly that they daren’t bring down 
“a policy to tax English goods, notwith- 
“ standing the InTeLLIcENcER argued that 
“they could.” 

Thus it is perfectly apparent that the 
Globe has either been betrayed into an 
error which it might easily have avoided,or 
ithas wilfully misrepresented tho facts, 
though we are charitably inclined to hope 
that the former supposition is the correct 
one.

Axcetic Descoveries—Capt. A, B, Tuttle 
an Arctic navigator, hai been giving his 
views to the St. Louis Republican, He was 
with the Japan expedition last year, and on- 
countered the ice-belt in latitude 81. By 
climbing to the highest points on the ioy bar- 
rier he could see directly into an open polar 
sea lying boyond, and by tracing along the 
belt castwardly he found a passage through 
it into the sea with a depths of 90 fathoms, 
The water was warm, and a stream was 
steadily setting ont with a velocity of from 
four to six miles an hour. Ho pulled through 
this passage ina whaleboat, and found it to 
be about eighteon miles wide. In the north 
part of this open sea he found almost fresh 
leaves of plaintains, §bananas and other 
tropical plants floating on the water. In 
October he found a large female whale going 
north through the open passage before men. 
tioned, and also saw migratory birds going 
north. In July these birds wont south again 
with their young, and about the samo time he 
observed whales guing south with thoir oung. 
Capt. Tuttle believes that tho open polar son 
can be explored, and he is going to. Washing. 
ton to lay his observations and plans before 
the Government.

Sickness prevails everywhere, and cvery- 
body complains of some disewse during their 
life. When sick, the object is to get well ; 


powerful awakening, The half-finished ser- 
mon on the subject of ‘Salvation by Faith 
Only,” on which he had been writing,seom- 
ed to him uninteresting.

Rome, Feb. 27.—Reports from all parts 
of the Peninsula bring most lamentable 
accounts of the damage by the tempest 
which burst on Monday night and con- 
tinues, though abated.

Postal Affairs in 1877-8. 


Tho report ofthe Postmaster-Goneral for 
tho fiscal year 1877-8 haa_been presented 
to Parliament. It states that the number 
of post offices in operation on tho Ist of 
January, 1879, was 6,378, being an increase 
of 217 upon tho return of last year. There 

has been an increase in the mail service, 
accompanied on the opening of new railway 
lines by the substitution of railway trans- 
port for inferior modes ‘of conveyance, and 
‘an increaso also in the number of letters, 
newspapers, and other articles transmitted 
by post. At the meeting of tho Interna- 
tional Postal Congress, which, under the 
provisions of the Postal Treaty of Berne, 
concluded in October, 1874, took place at 
Paris in May, 1878, Canada was admitted 
a.member, of the Goneral Postal 
Mion from Ist July, 1878, and in conse- 
quence the rate of letter postage botween 
Canada and all. Europe became, one uni- 
charge of 5 cents per half ounce,

The improvement in tho postal business 
of the country, as shown by the returns of 
this year, appears to be sufficient to justify 
a revision of the compensation from com- 
mission and allowances granted to country 
post-oftices, which, as stated in last year’s 
report, could not be undertaken with any 
‘advantage to postmasters’ generally whilst 
the postal business remained stagnant. A 
general revision is now in progress, intend- 
ed to take effect from the 1st of July,1878, 
which will be based upon the accounts, re- 

"turns, and estimates of the actual amount 
_of the correspondence of that year, 

The miles of railway on which mails are 
received are 5,129] ; number of postal cars 
used daily, 69; distance travelled daily, 
10,764 miles; daily service by bags in 

charyo of Company's servants, 7,473}. To- 
tal distance travelled daily, 18,2374 miles ; 
yearly, 5,708,3374, or an increase of 569,- 
925 miles over 1877. Tho report further 
states that the gross postal revenue for the

derived from the sale of postage stamps 
within the period included in the accounts, 
the amount of such sales can only be ac- 
cepted as an approximate indication of the 
actual extent of correspondence within the 
same year, and corresponding prepayment 
of postage. The salu of postage stamps was 
probably largor than the real consumption 
of the year for postal purposes,and this ex- 
cess may be expected to influence unfavor- 
ably the demand for stampsintho following 
year. The appropriation for tho year was 
more than sufficient to cover tho disburac- 
ments,and abalance of $44,861.48 remained 
Unexpended when the accounts of June, 
1878, wero closed. There wos an increaso 
on the total expenditure of $34,746 60, 
The number of registered letters was 1,980,- 
000, {and of this large number only 65 
were the subjects of enquiry, and in only 
four casos was the failuro of delivery not 
traced to a source ; 630,847 letters, circu- 
lars, otc., wore received at the Dead Letter 
Office during the year, including 104,349 
letters which originated in Canada and 
were returned from the United States and 
Great Britain and other countries, In like 
manner 67,473 dead letters which had 
originated in the United States, otc,, wero 
returned unopened by the Canada Dead 
Lotter Office to the countrios of origin. Tho 
number of rogistored lotters sont in as dead 
Ipttora was 6,767, and othor lottern con- 
taining valuo but not registered by tho 
sondors 4,038 ; 174,223 of the lotters wore 
returned to writers in Canada, of which 
83,840 wero taken up by tho persons nd- 
Greased ; 12,5536 lotters wero font to the 
Dead Letter Office for want of any intelli- 
gible address, Thero was on incroaso in 
tho monoy order business of $463,085, and 
savings bank transaction of $103,846.

he Trent Works. 


The Ottawa correspondent of the Mont- 
real Gazette exposes another of tho dark 
deeds of the Mackenzie Government in 
the last hours of its existencé. Ho writes 
as follows:—‘It has just come to light 
that Mr. Mackenzie, before leaving office, 
and when he knew he was in a helpless 
minority, procured the passage of an order- 
in-council transferring the whole of the 
‘Trent navigation and works to the Govern- 
ment of Ontario. The order-in-council was 
passed on the 8th of October, three woeks 
after the general elections, and the waters, 


with all their works, were transferred with- 
outa single condition as to their main- 
tenance, or providing for compensation for 
private interests which might be injuriously 
affected by the transfer. The Trent waters 
extend over 150 miles and are, as to a large 
part of them, not only navigable, but are 
now navigated by steamers engaged in the 
transport of lumber, iron ore and merchan- 
dise generally. There is a colorable right 
to make this transfer in the Public Works 
Act, but no one could have imagined that 
it would be used by a Government in the 
manner in which Mr. Mackenzie has used 
it. A deputation of members from the 
counties interested Waited upon the Minis- 
ter of Public Works yesterday in relation 
to the matter, and Mr, Keeler, the member 
for East Northumberland, has given notice 
ofa motion for papers relating to this 
transfer. What makes the whole business 
more discreditable is the strongly expressed 
opinion that the transfer was made in the 
interest of the Ontario Gavarnment. at the 
coming election, it being believed that the 
control of these works would be an import. 
aut lever in the hands of the Ministerial 
candidate at the local election. It is not 
known whether, under the law, this mon- 
‘strous order-in-council can be revoked, but 
most assuredly, if it can, it ought to be ro- 
voked without delay, It is the crowning 
act of five years of corrapt and unprin- 
cipled administration.”

The Celestial Vault, 


For the Intelligencer. 
Hero truths sublime and sacred sciences charm, 

Creative arts new faculties supply, 

Mechanic powera give more than giants’ arm, 

And piercing optics more than eagles’ eye; 
Eyes that explore creation’s wondrous laws. 

And teach us to adore the great Designing Cause. 

Having in a few former articlea in those col. 
umusfdescribed some of tho principe! phenom- 
ona of the Solar system, I now propose to sweep 
out to the Stellar universe, and view some of 
the wonders that greet the eye there, 

In the present article I shall confine my at- 
tention to two constellations, viz,, Orion and 
Canis Major, and,describe the principal objects 
of interest to be seen in them. 

Orion may be seen due south during the 
early oyening hours, and may be recognized 
by the three bright stars, in a line with each 
other that form the elt, The principal ob- 
ject of telescopic interest in Orion is the fam- 
ous nebula, situated a few degrees to the 
south of the belt, I had a splendid view of 
this object some time ago through Mr. Ack- 
erill’s fine achromatic telescope. It looked 
like a small luminous cloud. This nebula is 
composed of gas, and is probably the germ of 
a futuro solar system. 

A few degrees south-east from Orion will 
be seon a very bright star, in fact, tho most 
conspicuous star in the heavens, This is the 

leading brilliant of the constellation of Canis 
Major, and is familiarly known as Sirius, or 
the Dog Stsr. This star is double, that in, 
it has another star revolving around it, as the 
earth revolves around tho sun. 

Its distance from us is so great that it re- 
quires light, travelling noarly 12,000,000 miles 
per minute, 16 years to reach us from it. It 
is probably several millions of miles in diamo- 
ter.

Tho 
reason is that many claim that O'Leary is 
broken down, and that he will not bo able to 
win tho belt,” O'Leary has nover been dofeat- 
ed, having won oyory six-day contest he ever 
competed in, A well-known sporting man in 
this city offers to wagor $1,000 to $1,000 that 
O'Leary will win the Astley belt, Rowell como 
in second, Harriman third, Ennia fourth, and 
to lose if the positions are reversed.

It was romarked that 
the stranger, who gave his name as John Sey- 
mour and carried the passport of an English 
merchant, avoided public places and kept in 
his apartments a good deal. His exclusive- 
ness occasioned comment, and the police soon 
had him under surveillance. The American 


Consul saw in the stranger Seymour a strong |* 


resemblance to Angell, aud nine days after 
his arrivalin Lisbon Seymour was arrested, 
acknowledged his identity and gave up some 
$80,000 in money and bonds which had been 
placed to his credit in ono of the banks of the 
city. Application was made to the Portu- 
guese Minister at Washington to have Angell 
delivered up for trial. There being no extra- 
dition treaty between Portugal and the Unit- 
ed States, the! Portuguese government sur- 
rendered the fugitive as an act of courtesy, 
and Angell willnot go to Illinois for trial, 

Further interviews have beon had with a 
number of merchants of this city, who are 
engaged in the China trade, to discover their 
opinion of the bill limitiug the importatiom of 
the Chinese into this country and its probable 
effect if it should become alaw. A. A. Low, 
of the firm of A. A. Low & Co., said he was 
most strongly and decidedly opposed to the 
bill; not because it would aftect trade with 
China, but because he abhorred the shame 
which such an act -would entail upon tho 
United States Govvernment. Everett Frayer, 
sonior partner in the firm of Frayer & Co., 
Shanghai, China, who has passed many years 
in that country, expressed his feelings in the 
most emphatic manner. Ho said: ‘I have 
no hesitation in saying that the proposed bill 
is most unjust, unfair and arbitrary on the 

rt of our Government, and will, if made a 
law, work incalculable harm to this country.” 
Wm. H. Fogg, who is the owner of real 
estate in Chini nounced the bill in the 
strongest terms, and characterized it as an 
outrage. His views were fully in accord with 
those expressed by Mr. Law. The feeling 
among other merchants seemed to be in diroot 
ye to the measure, and if the bill 
should pass the House as it camo from tho 
Senate and come before Mr. Hayes, a monster 
mass meeting will be called by the merchants 
and busindss men generally to pass resolutions 
urging him to veto it.
